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The signs of the times indicate beyond 
•question an immigration from the blizzard- 
swept prairies of the West, from the oft- 
divided homesteads of the Middle States, 
from the worn-out soils of the East and 
South and from the great, crowded cities 
of the Atlantic slope, to Northern and 
Central California the coining winter, far 
in excess of that of any former year. 
Never before has there been such a de­ 
mand for specific information regarding 
the capabilities of California soil, the de­ 
veloping and settlement of localities new 
in the prosecution of industries already 
proven profitable in other sections similar 
as to natural advantages, and where de­ 
sirable lands for cultivation and invest­ 
ment may be had for reasonable prices, ae 
there is at the present time. 
Realizing, therefore, the constant de­ 
mand for such information, the R ec'OKP- 
U nion, with a view to aiding home- 
seekers, and to anticipate and answer such 
questions as would naturally he asked, will 
continue to furnish somewhat detailed ac­ 
counts of different localities, based on 
data of the utmost reliability, gathered hv 
its own representatives especially engaged 
in this work, and which it is hoped will 
materially assist those in searcii of land 
for investment or for homes to more easily 
investigate for themselves, either in person 
or by correspondence. 
Last week there appeared in these col­ 
umns an article on the foothill section 
adjacent to Newcastle, a section that in

To-day attention is directed to the rapid 
development of another fruit section, sim­ 
ilar as to soil, topography and climate, by 
a presentation of the resources of Ander­ 
son, Shasta county, just coming into notice 
as a producer of fruits which are consid­ 
ered, after comparative tests, to he unex­ 
celled as regards size, quantity, shipping 
quality and flavor.

Besides the new two-storv brick hotel 
already mentioned, there have been built 
four brick buildings for mercantile anil

purposes, aggregating more than 
100 front feet, with a uniform depth of 70 
feet. New residences are going up in every 
quarter of the town, some brick and others 
frame. 
Several are neat in architectural 
design, and, collectively. Anderson is the 
prettiest town of its size in the upper Sac­ 
ramento valley.

All that great central portion of Califor­ 
nia liounded by the Sierra Nevada Mount­ 
ains on the cast and the coast mountains 
on the west, extending northward from 
San Francisco Bay to Mount Shasta, is 
known as the Sacramento valley and is 
drained by the great river of the same 
name, which Hows southward at alioiit 
equal distances from either range. 
The width of the valley gradually nar­ 
rows toward the north, until the spurs 
and cross-chains of foothills from both 
ranges, dosing in from either side, join 
each other over 200 miles from the river’s 
mouth. The track of the Oregon Division 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad extends 
through the eastern half of the valley and 
crosses to the west side of the Sacramento 
river at Tehama, where it joins with the 
California Northern, which extends from 
Sacramento to this point through the west­ 
ern half of the valley. 
From thence 
north all transportation is over a single 
line of track, the 


OREAT THROUGH THOROUGHFARE 
Connecting San Francisco and Portland, 
Oregon. It is on this line, 184 miles north 
of Sacramento, that the town of Anderson 
is situated. 
The residence portion is scat­ 
tered over considerable area, it being fully 
a mile from one ontskirt to the other in 
any direction, and the visitor on arrival 
does not at once estimate the population 
at anything like the actual figures. 
The 
town site was originally a natural park, 
covered with a growth of majestic oaks, 
the greater portion of which remain stand­ 
ing, and hide from a general view the 
dwellings of its thousand or more people. 


THE MERCANTILE BUSINESS 
Of the town is in the hands of a hardware, 
grocery, two drug and four general mer­ 
chandise stores. 
There is a roller-process 
flouring mill, with a capacity of thirty 
barrels of flour per day, and which will 
be at once increased to forty barrels per 
day. There are two hotels, one a new two- 
story brick, 50x100 feet, with forty-two 
rooms, just completed anil furnished at a 
cost of about §15,000, anti which is ready 
and waiting for a tenant, and the other a 
two-storv frame, built and furnished about 
one year ago, and doing a first-class busi­ 
ness in a first-class way. 
Two restaurants 
also provide the hungry with “ mealsat all 
hours.” 
Three livery stables, four or five saloons, 
a couple of barber shops, one harness shop, 
one shoe shop, one butcher shop, a painter, 
three blacksmith shops, a wagon-making 
establishment and a lumber-yard, ail serve 
customers, and contribute to the general 
welfare and comfort of the community. 
The professions are represented by two at­ 
torney, three doctors, a civil engineer; and 
the local news is gathered, edited and pub­ 
lished 
by 
E. F. Street, in the Anderson 
Enterprise, which seeks to advance the wel­ 
fare and prosperity of t he locality it repre­ 
sents. 
Bdsides the local trade, there is a very 
cousid rabie amount of heavy freighting 
from Anderson to towns in the northeast­ 
ern counties of California and to Southern 
Oregon, some of which is taken a distance 
of 200 miles. 
The writer counted ten 
wagons loading at the depot with such 
freight at one time recently. 
To open up communication with the 
country to the east there has recently been 
completed au iron bridge across the Sacra­ 
mento river at a cost of upward of $30,000. 
The bridge, which is free from tolls, is 
with its approaches nearly 1,500 feet in 
length, and one of the finest ; nd best on 
the coast. 
The teamsters bring down from 
the mountains wool, ore and lumber, and 
return with merchandise. 


THE PUBLIC SChOOLS 
Of Anderson are classed as being the best 
in the county. 
The school building, a 
handsome two-storv brick, was erected at a 
cost of over $ 12,000 and contains four 
rooms for study. 
Many people whose 
means permit come to Anderson and spend 
their winters, to avail of the opportunity 
afforded their children for acquiring an 
education. 
The total enrollment the past 
term was 210, which will be greatly ex­ 
ceeded the present year. 
Four teachers 
are employed, anil the school term will be 
about ten months. 
There are two church organization-— 
Methodist Sooth 
and Congregational— 
both having good church buildings and 
good congregations, and both entirely free 
from debt of any kind.

The climate is Californian—that just 
about tells the story. 
Everybody has 
heard and read so much about the incom­ 
parable climate of the State, that to go into 
particulars at this day would be super­ 
fluous, unless a locality was so peculiarly 
situated as to make it altogether difl'erent 


from that o f the general area. 
As Ander­ 
son is not, it goes without saying that there 
are two seasons, wet and dry, free from 
those extremes of heat and cold that causes 
inconvenience and suffering, always health­ 
ful, and of such a nature that roses grow 
and bloom unprotected in the open air for 
twelve months in the year. 
THE DIFFERENT SOU.s. 
in Northern California there are two 
classes of lands peculiarly adapted for the 
successful raising of fruits. 
The first kind 
that came prominently into notice in this 
line, were the alluvial lands along the 
(Sacramento river south of the city of 
Sacramento, 
the 
profits 
from 
which 
amounted to sums almost incredible. 
For 
example, when the annual returns ranged 
In sums varying from $150 to $1,700 per 
acre anil over, as set forth in the R e c o r d - 
U n ion , January 1 ,1888. 
The second class 
of these lands are those found in certain 
sections of the rolling foothills, the annual 
profits from which ranged into the hun­ 
dreds of dollars, as shown by this journal 
in last week’s issue. 
T h ese classes o f la n d s one w ould n a tu ­ 
ra lly e x p e c t to find in w id ely se p a ra te d 
lo calities a n d y e t 
A n d erso n 
h a s lioth. 
T h e a llu v ia l la n d s o f th e S a c ra m e n to riv e r

from th e tow n, w h ich is o n th e w estern 
b o rd er o f th is class a t a n a ltitu d e o f 432 
feet. 
Directly to the west, with an abrupt rise, 
is the foothill section. 
Beginning about a 
mile from town and extending northwest 
and southeast, a distance of about ten 
tuilc-s, and varying in width from two to 
three miles, is what is known as Happy 
valley, with au average altitude of about 
800 feet, constituting the foothill class of 
fruit lands. 
1 n both sections properly-owners are alive 
to the fact that these lands are unexcelled 
for fruit purposes, and orchards are being 
planted in every direction, over 150,000 
trees having been put out during the pres­ 
ent season. 
On the alluvial lands there 
arc many family orchards of a couple of 
acres, more or less, planted to a general 
assortment of fruits, that have, without 
any particular attention being paid to 
them, demonstrated what is possible, and 
warrants the extensive planting now going 
on. 
None of these newly-planted orchards 
have acquired sufficient age to have be­ 
come remunerative, but for their age they 
are in general 
thriftiness 
and strong 
healthy appearance fully the equal of any 
orchants seen in any locality. 
To give something of an idea of outside 
improvements we will cite a few of the 
recently planted fatms, which will serve 
to show the genuine faith the resident land 
owners have in the fruit future of the local­ 
ity. 
On the alluvial lands, W illiam Had­ 
ley has 50 acres, 25 acres of which are in 
fruit and vines. 
A. Dozier, one mile 
northeast, has 50acres, 40 of which are now 
planted to trees and vines. 
W . D. Nichol­ 
son, adjoining tiie town on the east, has 20 
acres of French prunes, three years old, 
that are planted eighteen feet apart, and 
the growth has been such that the branches 
from different trees already intertwine. 
There was quite 
a number of prunes 
marketed from the place the past season, 
but as Mr. Nicholson has only recently 
purchased, the exact figures could not be 
given. 
N. B. Frisbie, two iniies east, is the 
owner of what is known as 


THE SHADE FARM. 
In the past two years he has planted be­ 
tween 00 and 100 acres totrees, principally 
Bartlett pears, French prunes, peaches anil 
almonds, with a few acres in apricots and 
cherries. 
On his place are about five acres 
of general orchard. 
From one tree of 
French prunes he sold fruit at 11 cents per 
pound, receiving therefor $350. 
Of these 
trees he has but three, and besides fifteen 
two-quart jars, put up for family use, and 
quite a quantity given away, there was 
sufficient left to make 208 pounds of fine 
dried fruit. 
From the way the trees grow on these 
lands, Mr. Frisbie has planted all his trees 
25 feet apart—from five to seven feet more 
than the usual distance. 
The Shasta 
County Fruit Company, two miles north­ 
east, bought 200 acres, and have already 
150 in fruit, mostly Bartlett pears and 
French prunes. 
There are 500 apricot 
trees, planted in the spring of 1888, that 
look exceptionablv fine 
for even this 
section. 


g r e e n a f r is b ie , 
< >ue mile north, have 100 acres— planted 
in 1880—35 acres to French prunes, 15 
acres to almonds, and the remainder to 
Bartiett pears. 
T. W. II. Shannahan, four 
and a half miles southeast, has ten acres of 
fruit and vines. 
Samples of fruit from 
trees three years old, grown on this place, 
on exhibition in a real estate office in An­ 
derson, are as large and fine as any ever 
seen. 
All these trees are growing without anv 
irrigation, the earth being always moist 
enough from its contiguity to the Sacra­ 
mento river. 


t h e ir r ig a t e d s e c t io n . 
J. S. Foster, of Sacramento, has 538 
acres about two and a half miles northwest, 
ot which 20 is ,-leared and planted to trees 
and vines. 
The coming season Mr. Foster 
will plant about 3,000 more deciduous fruit 
trees^ and 5,000 vines. 
lie will also set 
out 500 orange and 500 olive trees. 
In the Happy Valley district the lands, 
exactly similar to those about Newcastle, 
are being rapidly cleared and brought into 
subjugation. 
E. F. Newton came here . 
from St. Louis and began in 18S7. He took t 
100 acres, has 20 cleared and 20 acres 
planted to trees of general variety. 
He 
uses plenty of water for irrigating, which 
he gets from the Happy Valley ditch at 
10 cents per miner’s inch per 24 hours. 
For the whole tract he used from 15 to 20 
inches twice per month fur both trees and 
vines. 
The growth has been exceedinglv 
satisfactory. 
H. L. HASTINGS 
Came to Happy Valley in the spring of 
1887. 
He has eighty acres, thirteen of 
which arc cleared and in trees. 
H e said : 
“I came Itere trout Woodhridge, and am 
perfectly satisfied with my present loca­ 
tion. 
1 can run water on every inch of 
my land, and can do more here in’the wav 
of raising tree* than in any place I ever 
saw.” 
Pointing with pride to his young 
orchard, he continued: “1 finished plant­ 
ing these trees on the 17th day of April, 
1887. 
This year, from twelve trees. J 
gathered three boxes of fine peaches, as 
nice as anyone need ever want to see.” 
P. S. Hussey came here three years ago, 
and bought homestead right to ICO acres: 
has twelve acres of trees that will bo two 
years old next 
February tht.t Jook now ! 


large and strong enough to bear. 
In reply 
to cost of clearing, he said it was “worth 
$25 per acre to prepare land for cultiva­ 
tion and irrigation. 
We have plenty of 
water, and there is no section in the world 
that can beat us for fruit.” 
M. P. lluffum cante from Yolo county 
and has bought land throughout Happy 
valley to the extent of 2,880 acres. 
On 
his home jilace he has fifty acres cleared 
and twenty-five in orchard and vineyard 
and ten acres in blackberries. 
From less ¡ 
than one-third of an acre of strawberries 
he sold $55 worth, this, the first, season. 
Everything planted is doing finely. 


S. T. ALEXANDER, 
Six miles from town, has what is destined 
to lie one of the finest, if not the finest, 
fruit farms in the valley. 
There are now 
planted to trees and vines 100 acres, 100 
of which were set out this year. 
All told 
there were planted 9,200 trees divided as 
follows: Thirty-five acres to prunes, most­ 
ly French, sixteen acres to almonds, six 
acres to olives, twenty acres to peaches, 
five acres to oranges and one acre to Sicily 
lemons. 
There are about thirty acres of 
Muscat grapes and ten or twelve acres of 
old orchard. Fifty acres more were cleared 
this summer, which will he planted during 
the season to olives and prunes. 
A crop of 
blackberries yielded over $200 per acre. 
Only a few of the many engaged in this 
new industry have been mentioned, but 
enough to show the general plan on which 
the whole area will soon be developed. 


AN AVENUE ASKED FOR. 
It is in contemplation to construct an 
avenue seventy feet wide, for a distance of 
five miles, through the center of Happy 
Valley, and a petition to that end, numer­ 
ously signed, is now awaiting the action of 
the Board of (supervisors. 
Should the 
prayer be granted, the avenue will soon be 
improved and lined on either side by shade 
trees, donated by Mr. Alexander. 
This 
avenue, when completed, will form one of 
the prettiest driveways in upper Califor­ 
nia. 
PRICES OF LANDS. 
The alluvial lands along the river range 
in price from $75 to $150 per acre, while 
the lands in Happy Valley bring from $15 
to $35, the general average price being 
about $25 per acre. 
Nearly all the lands 
of the vicinity are in the hands of resident 
owners, and yet there are in the aggregate 
thousands of acres for sale. 
Men owning 
from 80 acres up, are willing to sell all but 
say 40 acres, believing that to be more 
than sufficient to maintain themselves in 
luxury when tilled with intelligence. 
There is a general desire for additional 
settlers, anil a cordial invitation is ex­ 
tended to those with ability to assist in 
the further general development of the 
section, and a willingness to aid in main­ 
taining its present degree of general pros­ 
perity.

Chicago, October 12lh.—The strect-car com ­ 
panies, th e city authorities and the general 
public are beginning to realize that the tarca of 
running two ears daily over th eir lines, guarded 
by a hundred or tw o of police and followed by 
a how ling, surging mob, is som ething far re ­ 
m oved from u resum ption of street-car tratlic, 
beside being expensive to the com pany and the 
city. The large num ber of police and the extra 
precautions being tak en will cause a heavy 
drain on the city treasury, as w ell as upon the 
resources of the street-ear com pany. One h u n ­ 
dred and fifty dollars a trip is pretty good wages 
for a driver, but th at is w nat air. Yerkes is now 
paying drivers on the West side. The cash is 
h ande 1 over the m om ent the trip is com pleted, 
ilow long this w ill continue no one knows. 
'J here is less prospect of a settlem ent now than 
at any lim e since the strike began. M eantim e 
the public is paying double (arc ior transporta­ 
tion and taking the situation philosophically. 
COUNTER CHARGES. 
There arc calls and counter calls for m as, 
m eetings by friends on each side. Some dem and 
th at th e police force be doubled and th e m ilitia 
called out, while others insist the police shall 
keep th eir inuids off and not assist in running 
cars. A m * ting of West Side citizens w as held 
last night, and resolutions condem ning Mr. 
Yerkes and his m ethods w ere adopted. 
1 his is 
to be followed to-night or to-morrow night by a 
counter m eeting, at w hich his course w ill be 
upheld and the strikers- severely criticised. At 
last night’s m eeting a com m ittee of twenty-five 
was appointed to w ait on the Common Council 
at the next m eeting and urge them to take 
some action tow ard effecting a settlem ent ol the 
strike. 
No suggestion, however, was m ade 
w h at the action would be. 


MAKING OCCASIONAL TRIES. 
At 10 o’clock this m orning two ears started 
from W estern avenue and m ade the trip down 
Madison street, strongly guarded by the police, 
as on yesterday. No passengers were carried, 
but the usual epithets were hurled at the drivers 
and conductors as the ears rolled by. 
More cars 
w ill be run the sam e way at intervals during the 
day, though nothing seems to be accom plished 
by doing so. On the North Side crowds were 
gathered in as large num bers as on the p re­ 
vious days, but they w ere less dem onstrative as 
th e ears passed by. 


COMING TO A SETTLEMENT. 
Chicago, October 12th.—As a result o f the 
conference between th e strikers and superin­ 
tendent Yerkes this afternoon, Yerkes stated 
th a t if th e West bide m en returned to work to ­ 
m orrow he would m eet the North Side m en and 
m ake them the fairest oiler yet m ad .-. 


ABOUT COMING TO AN AGREEMENT. 


C h ic a g o , October 13th.—a . m.—Shortly after 
m idnight won! was received from the street­ 
car m en's m eeting that, contrary to predictions, 
the West Side m en w ould resum e work in the 
m orning. They agreed w ith the North Side 
m en upon a scale of wages, w hich, if Mr. 
Yerkes’ proposition does not meet, w ill not be 
lowered, 
in th at ease th e W est-siders propose 
to tail back on th eir position of to-day, and 
again quit work in a body.

TJiis small repute 
lic was not erected into a separate diocese 
until the summer of 1850, previous to that 
.late being sulmrdinnte to the Bishopric of 
Nicaragua. By the concordat ratilied with 
the Court of Rome, in ’52, the old system 
of tithes was abolished, and an allowance 
of 810,000 per annum was substituted from 
the national Treasury. 
The churches of San Jose contain little 
to interest the stranger, having no carv­ 
ings, sculpture or paintings worth mention­ 
ing. 
During the Spanish regime the en­ 
tire wealth of the Central American Chruch 
was concentrated in Guatemala, and until 
recently Costa Ricans have been too poor 
to enrich their altars. The one exception 
is found in the ruined cathedral of*Car- 
tago, the ancient capital, where a few 
paintings and images that are really works 
of art, vestments of costliest material and 
shrines of curious workmanship remain to 
hint of what existed there before the great 
earthquake. 
The San Jose cathedral occupies the 
eastern side of the main plaza. 
It is built 
entirely of lava stone, its bleak, ugly facade 
being perfectly bare, except where broken 
by three lofty doors standing side by side. 
Above tiie central door, close up under the 
tlat roof is a large oval aperture—the only 
suggestion of a window anywhere about 
the premises. 
But modern casements are 
not needed in these Romish sanctuaries, 
for candles are kept constantly burning 
upon the altars through all the centuries, 
making a “dim, religions light,’’ far more 
effective than “the garish light of day.” 
The square tower, which is scarcely 
thirty feet high, is surmounted by an un­ 
sightly wooden structure, resembling a 
block house, and from a rude beam under­ 
neath its pointed roof, swings an enormou 
bell. There is not much music in that 
liell—nor indeed in anv other—sacred or 
profane, in ¡San Jose, and when they ail 
clamor together, as they do about everv 
ball hour, tiie ear-spiitliug racket provokes 
feelings the reverse of prayerful. 
It is but 
just to say, however, that were the good 
people rich enough, the bells of San Jose 
would no doubt be as musical as the silver 
•Susanne of Erfurt, and mighty in their 
tones as those that saved the Roman- 
walled city of Yonne from the ravages of 
Clotliair. 
With neither gold, nor porphyry, nor 
stainedg lass, no Byzantine pavements to 
help them, the pious S»n Joseans have built 
a temple not unworthy a wealthier diocese. 
The interior Is divided into three broad 
aisles, with nave ¡500 feet long by 35 wide, 
(iraceful shafts of quiebrahacha. (the hard­ 
est wood in the world, which abounds in 
Central America, the name itself signifying 
“ax-breaker”), branching off' from the 
arches, support tiie roof. These lofty pil­ 
lars are painted white, like the walls, with 
creamy veins running through them; hut 
the arches in which they terminate, as 
well as the steep-slanting inner roof, are 
darkly colored in arabesque, producing a 
singular effect. 
1 landsome chandeliers are 
suspended from the veiling by chains of 
burnished metal, and several crimson ban­ 
ners, gold-lettered in Spanish text, lioat 
between them. Stretching across the nave, 
above the high altar, rises the organ gal­ 
lery, supported by slender columns painted 
in imitation of Sienna marble, a delicate 
screen of white-painted lattice-work con­ 
cealing choir and organist. 
On a Sunday morning, not long ago, I 
attended military mass m this cathedral, 
at which service all the garrison of Costa 
Rica’s capital are obliged to lie present, in 
full force and clean apparel. The scene 
was unique 
The officers, handsomely uni­ 
formed, stood at the head of the aisles, each 
beside a ole of men—their blue frocks 
faced with red, glittering epaulets, and the 
crimson pompons on their shakos in con­ 
trast to the s c a n t y white caminan and linen 
breeches of the common soldiers. The 
double lines of bayonets seemed to quiver 
in the blaze of light reflected from the 
chandeliers and the innumerable candles 
burning on the altars. The military band, 
stationed in the chancel, accompanied the 
icrvice with martial music; and as the 
Host was elevated, the whole vast build­ 
ing shook with pealing trumpets and the 
ring of saluting arms. 
As in all Central American sanctuaries, 
.io benches are provided for lazy worship­ 
ers, and rich and ¡mor, saints and sinners, 
kneel upon the floor together. The heat 
was intense, anti your correspondent found 
he-self in the thickest of the crowd, sand­ 
wiched between the Scilla and Charybidis 
of a case of moldy bones on one side and 
an ordoriferotis Indian on tiie other, whose 
vermin-infested locks were 
shaken in 
alarming juxtaposition by the energy of 
his devotions. On a table, near the door, 
the usual relies—rosaries 
and prayer- 
books—are offered for sale; also, ribbons of 
gorgeous hues, which are said to be an ex­ 
act measurement of the Blessed Virgin’s 
head. 
My attention was attracted to a small 
square frame hanging on the wall, which 
everyone kissed before passing out. When 
my turn came, 1 found under the glass 
only a white piece «f paper, marked with 
the outline of a small shoe, and under­ 
neath, printed in Spanish, the following 
remarkable statement: 
“This is the exact 
measurement of the foot of the Most Holy 
Virgin, Mother of God, taken from her 
own shoe, which is venerated with the 
greatest adoration in the Convent of 
Toreto, Italy; in which convent is also 
kept H er Most Holy House, brought from 
Jerusalem by the hands of Angelo.” 
On inquiry learned th at I’ope John 
X X 11. granted three hundred indulgences 
to whoever should kiss thissacred measure­ 
ment three times, each title repeating an 
Are Jfa.rU:, and that the same indulgence 
was also conferred by Pope < lemect V III. 
in the year lt!03. 
These indulgences, 
having no limit prescribed as to number, 
may be had as many times in the day as 
devotees do-ire- and may also be applied 
by living persons for the profit of soul, in 
purgatory. 
Ami for the greater glory of 
the Most Iloly Virgin, it is also permitted 
to make copies of the measure. 
Throughout alLFp&nish America the re­ 
ligion of the women, especially those of 
the lower classes, is emphatically th e wow 
ship of her who predicted, “Henceforth all 
nations shall call me ldessed.” 
Before I 


inthian pillars, and all around it is a 
beautiful garden, well stocked with fruit 
trees, shrubs and flowers. 
Perhaps the handsomest building in 
San Jose is the artillery barracks, facing 
the street de Artillera, two blocks from the 
Governor’s palace. 
Four square towers, 
one at each angle, defend the premises, 
and hire walls are perforated for muskets, 
while the quadrangular court in-ide is 
spacious enough for drilling three hundred 
men at once. 
Under a slovenly shed at 
one side are a couple of eighteen-pounders 
and several field-pieces of smaller calilier. 
Most of these old fashioned guns were cast 
in England, shipped away around Cape 
Horn, and hauled up the hills from Pventa 
Arenas by herds of oxen. In his ramp 
life, as in everything else, the Central 
American soldier is unique. They have 
no tents, that luxury being confined to the 
superior officers, and few of them have 
any blankets beyond the greasy sarapas, 
which are worn by day, when the air is 
chilly, in lieu of coats, and at night 
when in barracks, they lie down content­ 
edly on the cobble stones of the court­ 
yard, or wherever they can. 
They are 
armed with Remington rifles and carbines 
of 50-calil>er model, the barrels of which, 
after the French pattern, are kept bright, 
instead of being browned. A piece of) 
paper, pasted at the butt of each gun, con­ 
tains the name and number of the private 
to whom it belongs, and woe be unto him 
if it comes off'. Though not one soldier in 
a hundred can read they get used to the 
form of tlieir name, like a kindergarten 
object lesson. As arms are very valuable 
in Costa Kica, to sell or lose them is made 
a crime, punishable 
by sound flogging. 
They say that Captain Soto (the Presi­ 
dent’s brother, who is in command of the 
barracks hereS lias a habit whenever a gun 
is lost, strayed or stolen, if the real culprit 
cannot be discovered, of ordering the entire 
company to be strung up by the thumbs, 
one, by one, and severely whipped. 
Aside from that class of females known 
the world over as “camp-followers,” the 
Costa Rican < iovernrnent, like the Mexi­ 
can, permits a limited number of respect­ 
able married women to accompany each 
regiment, to cook and wash for the soldiers. 
These are regularly enrolled as soldaderas 
(female soldiers), and are said to bear ad­ 
mirably the fatigues of camp life and long 
marches. For that matter, nearly every 
one of the soldiers has a “follower,” regard­ 
less of governmental or priestly permission, 
who shares his hard fortunes with tlie 
faithfulness of a dog. 
His pay is only 
twenty-three cents per diem, and on that 
they both exist. As there is no regular 
ration system, the cuisine, consists of what­ 
ever these women can manage to pick up. 
They are the purveyors and cummixeaciaiors 
of the army, performing all menial serv­ 
ices, and claiming their full share of dan­ 
ger and hardship, with no hope of reward 
beyond ¡Í-- oo¿»te», cud in., ¡a.or, and fre­ 
quently the abuse, of tlieir self-elected 
lords and masters. Truly, women of what­ 
ever color arc queer creatures.' 
These 
head the column when on the march, rid­ 
ing on donkeys a la cavalier, or oftener 
trudging long distances on foot, and when­ 
ever a halt is made they immediately set 
about collecting sticks and building fires, 
over which to cook the tortillas, fréjoles anil 
coffee, each for her own compañero. 
Flanking the cathedral on the right is 
the infantry barracks—a long, white build­ 
ing, two stories high, with heavy balcony 
overlooking the street and red tiled roof 
slanting several feet beyond the front wall. 
The balcony is broken by a lofty gateway, 
rudely arched, outside of which liungry- 
looking sentinels, in ragged linen and san­ 
dals of untanned ox hide, each with mus­ 
ket on shoulder and a sword by his side, 
pace up and down, both night and day. 
Notwithstanding its somewhat imposing 
exterior, everything inside the barracks 
looks cheap and faded, its only redeeming 
feature !icing the Sala de Banderas (“Hall 
of Flags”). 
In this latter department may 
be seen several relics and trophies of the 
filibuster war, which all Americans remem­ 
ber. A large glass case, handsomely gilded 
and panelled, contains the tom and sooty 
remains of the flag which waved over Fort 
Castillo, while held by the brave little 
band of Costa Ricans. On one of the pan­ 
els, in golden letters, appears this in­ 
scription : 
“On the 15th of July, 1857, the National 
(lag which floated over the walls of Fort 
Castillo during the siege, together with 
the names of the superior officers who de­ 
fended it, were deposited in this urn, by 
order of hi- Excellency, the President of 
the Republic, Don Jose Rafael Mora. 
Eternal honor to the heroes wlto defended 
the castle of San Juan.” 
On the opposite panel are the following 
words: 
“ On the 15th of February, 1857, 
four hundred filibusters, under command of 
the so-called Colonel Titus, attacked the 
Castle of San Carlos, which was in a di­ 
lapidated state, and garrisoned only bv 
thirty-seven men. Being animated by the 
brave Col. Don George F. Canty, and the 
worthy commandante of the fort, Colonel 
Faustine Montez. de Ocea, the little garri­ 
son heroically resisted the enemy until the 
19th of the month, on which day twenty- 
seven riflemen, under command of Captain 
Jesus Alvarado and Don Joaquin Ortiz, 
who had been sent to the relief of the fort, 
fell upon the filibusters with so much brav­ 
ery that they dispersed them in an instant, 
compelling them to throw away their 
clothes that they might try with greater 
ease. 
This brilliant feat of arms, planned 
so admirably by General Don Jose Joaquin 
Mora, decided the happy issue of the holy 
war, which was sustained by the Republics 
of Central America against tlieir invaders.” 
Unfortunately history does not corrobor­ 
ate quite all this surprising statement, as 
any northern school-boy knows, although 
there is a vein of truth running through it.

T h e E ffe c t o f S praying;. 
Xost year, says the E l Dorado Republican, 
“two of our horticulturists tried the ex­ 
periment of fruit spraying with most satis­ 
factory results. 
L. M’. Davis sprayed 500 
or 000 Bartlett pear trees with a solution 
of one jiound Paris green in 1 GO gallons of 
water. 
He found that this solution killed 
the pear slug and produced no visible ef­ 
fect upon tlie irnit foliage, and, although 
he only sprayed the trees once, he found 
it very lienelicial to the truit. Spraying 
with tliis solution cost.s about three mills 
to the tree, besides the laoor and expense 
for a pump. Earl Norton and his sister, 
Mrs. Delaney, sprayed last year about 2,­ 
000 pear and apple trees, using a solution 
of Paris green, one pound to 100 gallons of 
water. Although they only sprayed the 
trees once, yet the results were very satis­ 
factory. 
An apple 
orchard that was 
sprayed yielded 150 boxes, and the year 
before, without spraying, only twenty-nine 
boxes.”

In the American Musician, for September 
2(Jth ap¡iears the following summary upon 
the political situation iu the present cam­ 
paign, as the views of John C. Freund, 
who is prominently known in the musical 
world. lie says: 
In a few weeks the great struggle for the 
Presidency will be over, but whichever 
way it goes the great issue before the peo­ 
ple will have been onlv temporarily de­ 
cided. 
’ 
The economic questions involved in the 
refotm of the tariff, which is admitted by- 
all to be necessary, will still remain un­ 
answered. 
The struggle will go on after the elec­ 
tion. 
The real point before the people io-dav 
is this: 
A certain work lias to he done, can we 
trust the Republicans or the Democrats to 
do this work in a way that will best pro­ 
tect the interests of the country at large? 
I say we can trust the Republicans with 
greater confidence than the Democrats. 
. propose to give my reasons for this 
iu ■ ,-inent. 


i am not of those who vote a straight 
ticket one way or the other from party 
affiliation or because their fathers did be­ 
fore them. 
1 have never taken any interest in na­ 
tional or State politics till now, nor have 
I ever voted in a Presidential election be­ 
fore. 
1 shall do so this November for the first 
time, if I live, and 1 shall vote the Repub­ 
lican ticket. 
This determination is tiie result of 
thought, of a study of the history of both 
political parties and especially of tlieir 
present tendencies in legislation. 
1 cannot stomach the Democratic party. 
I find the Democratic party means the 
“solid South,” and I do not believe in a 
“solid South” just as little as 1 believe in a 
“solid North.” 
I came to this country to be an Ameri­ 
can, to be a humble citizen of a great na­ 
tion, in which all 
nationalities 
were 
merged. 
1 believe only in Americans in America. 
I know here no English, no French, no 
Germans, no Spaniards and no Irish ! 
I 
know only Americans, 1 know no North, 
no South, no East, no West, I know only 
the United States. 
1 see that the backbone of the Demo­ 
cratic party is composed of the Southern 
States, who are “solid,” and 1 see further 
tiiat they are trying to get by the ballot 
what they failed to obtain b_v the bullet! 
How do 1 see this? 
By the Mills bill and many other signs. 
I believe that tariff' reform is impera­ 
tively and immediately necessary. 
But I want to see that reform carried 
out impartially. 
I want all interests 
treated alike. 
1 want no favoritism shown 
to one section of the country at the ex­ 
pense of any other, nor do 1 want to see 
the agriculturist favored at the expense of 
the manufacturer or the manufacturer fa­ 
vored at the expense of the agriculturist. 
I want fair ¡day- in politics. 
I do nut find fair play in the Mills bill, 
and the Mills bill has been indorsed by 
tlie Democratic party- at their National 
Convention. 
1 do not believe in a tariff' reform which 
retains a protection of 100 per cent, on 
sugar, 80 per cent, on rice, two of the sta­ 
ples of the South, and abolishes the duty- 
on wool and lumber. 
The specious advocates of the Mills bill 
claim that the average reduction is about 
5 to 15 per cent! 
If you exact a duty of 100 per cent, on 
two articles and you take the duty off one 
entirely while you leave it on the other, 
of course vour average reduction is 50 per 
cent. A nice wav of calculating averages. 
It is evident to me that the policy of 
the Mills bill is dictated by the require­ 
ments and wishes of the solid South. 
They want to charge the North and 
West all they can for their own products, 
but they want to buy what they need as 
cheaply as they can, so they believe iu 
free-trade, and if the agriculturists of the 
West and the manufacturers of the North 
and East go to the devil, what is it to 
them ? 
For these reasons 1 distrust tiie Demo­ 
cratic party as “tariff’reformers.” 
But 1 have other causes of coiupiaint 
against the Democratic party. 
It is identified with the rum power and 
with the Roman Catholic hierarchy. 
I regard both as pre-eminently danger­ 
ous to the development of this great coun­ 
try, in which, if science and history- have 
taught me anything, I believe that the 
future of the human race is to be decided. 
1 am no temperance advocate, not even 
a high-license man, for I say with the old 
English song, “Why should a poor man be 
deprived of his beer?” 
Education, 
enlightenment, 
progress, 
they and neither fanaticism nor restrictive 
legislation will ever solve the admitted 
evils of temperance. 
But 1 am afraid of the liquor dealer as 
afactor in politics. I am against the saloon 
politician. 
1 am against any situation 
where “rum” is a political factor controll­ 
ing elections. 
That the Democratic party is identified 
with the rum power is a self-evident fact 
to any ni;,:t who lias lived but a short time 
iu any one of the large cities of this 
country. 
My next objection to the Democratic 
party is that it is hand and glove with the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy. 
I believe in absolute freedom in religion, 
and that is why 1 do not believe in the 
domination of any one sect. 
1 respect the Catholic religion, and all 
tiiose who honestly believe in it, though 1 
disagree with them. 
But I do not respect the Catholic hier­ 
archy. 
Iu this regard I stand on precisely- the 
same ground as I)r. McGlynn. 
For the poor parish priest whose life is 
one long self-sacrifice, who brings help to 
the jioor, comfort to the sick and hope and 
consolation to the dying, 1 have a feeling 
beyond words to express. 
For the sister of charity, who bravos 
death in the hospital, in the vilest slums, 
in her daily work of tnercy, what feeling 
can any man of heart have but one of in­ 
finite respect and affection ? 
Such lives as theirs must remind us of 
the selfishness and petty vanities of our 
own existence. 
But for the sleek ecclesiastic of high de­ 
gree, for the powerful cardinal, the great 
archbishop, I have only antagonism of the 
sternest character. 
If the mas.- of the Catholic priesthood 
have been a blessing to the world, the 
Catholic hierarchy, in all ages and in all 
climes, have lieen a curse to the world. 
They have ever been the friends of 
darkness and the foes of light. 
Hunt an progress owes them nothing. 
They have prostituted their great talents 
to keep the peoples they ruled in ignor­ 
ance and misery. 
In their efforts to gain power, temporal 
as well as-spiritual, their crimes havecried 
to heaven. 
They fought against a United Italy as 
they to-day fight against Home Rule in 
Ireland. 
To gain ¡lower and recognition for their 
church In England, they are allied with a 
Tory Government in an effort to stifle the 
liberties of seven millions of people of 
whom the majority have been the most 
faithful of their religionists. 
They imprisoned a Galileo and they 
massacred a Coligny. 
In Italy, Spain ata: South America, 
where they are still all-powerful, the deg­ 
radation, ignorance ami misery of the 
masses are awful to contemplate. 
We get a whiff of the ec ntiition of these 
peoples when we see a band of poor Ital­ 
ians or Spaniards iacd at Castle Garden. 
This hierarchy, grasping and unscrupu­ 
lous, is the right arm of the Democratic 
party in this city of New York, and 
through the Democratic party it grasps at 
and holds temporal power. 
Of the extent of its corruption one need 


only read a little of the history of Tam­ 
many Ilall and the revelations of the 
Aldermanic trials. 
I orasmuch, therefore, as the Democratic 
party is, to my honest conviction, allied 
with and expressive of the solid .South, of 
the rum power and of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy, I am not with it. 
It may be said that I am but putting 
Dr. Burchard’s “ Rum, Romanism and Re­ 
bellion” into other words. 
I deny this emphatically. 
I do cot object to rum. I like good rum, 
good wine, good beer, all in their place and 
time, but 1 object to rum as a controlling 
tactor in politics—as a shield to the law­ 
breaker, the malefactor and the criminal. 
1 do not object to Romanism, but to the 
Roman Catholic Hierarchy. 
I respect the South for their gallantry, 
their self-sacrifice in the late struggle, 
their g e n i u s , their chivalry; and 1 sympa­ 
thize to this day- with many of their politi­ 
cal beliefs, but I decline to be “run or 
ruled by the South on the broad ground 
that the requirements or necessities of no 
one section, however legitimate, should 
dominate the whole country. 
II the \\ estern Slates took a similar po­ 
sition to that taken by- the South to-day, if 
they wanted tiie duty taken off rice and 
sugar while it was retained on wool, I 
should “kick” just as heartily. 
Let us have a government “for the peo 
pie, by the people, of the people.” 
Let us have but one aim—* 
good of the greatest number!” 
In this great land the purposeful womb 
of fate has afforded all humanity a refuge 
and home, where brain and muscle and 
sinew shall have a fair chance in life’s 
great race, where labor is honored and the 
laborer deemed worthy of his hire!

A n E x p lo d e d F a lla c y . 
The American Wool Reporter makes use 
of the Government’s recent importations of 
blankets for use by the 5\ ar Department 
to disprove the theory of the free traders 
wh-* assert that the tariff' is an absolute 
tax upon the consumer. 
It is a very good 
case in point. 
March 25, 1887, the Gov­ 
ernment advertised for bids for 2,000 
blankets. The lowest American hid was 
$2 50 for a four-pound blanket. The low­ 
est foreign bid was 82 25 for a blanket of 
the same kind and weight. The duty on 
blankets of this quality is 18 cents a pound 
and 35 per cent, ad valorem. 
If the tax 
were an absolute tax upon the consumer— 
that is to say, if the domestic price were 
the foreign price plus the duty—the cost of 
the American blanket should have been 
$3 70 instead of $2 50. The difference, on 
the 2,000 blankets, between the price at 
which they were actually offered and the 
price at which they should have sold, if 
the President’s theory were correct, is 
$2,395. 
The President adheres, however, 
to his fallacy, although the more intelli­ 
gent free-traders have been ..... pel led to 
discard it, and in his letter of acceptance 
says: 
“1 suppose, too, it is well understood 
that the effect of this tariff taxation is not 
limited to the consumers of imported 
articles, but that the duties imposed upon 
such articles permit a corresponding in­ 
crease in price to be laid upon domestic 
productions of the same kind, which in­ 
crease, paid by all our people as consumers 
of home productions,’ and entering everv 
American home, constitutes a form of tax­ 
ation as certain and as inevitable as 
though the amount was annually paid into 
the hand of the tax gatherer.” 
That which the President, in this pas­ 
sage, declares to lie “well understood,” is 
simply not a fact at all. A hundred in­ 
stances, each us forcible as this of the 
blankets, might he cited to demonstrate its 
falsi tv.— Boston Journal. 


A M uskrat on JLf.is Mettle. 
A numlier of years ago, while I was 
hunting muskrats in a marsh on Long 
Island Sound, there being several feet of 
snow on the ground, I chanced to get 
between one of these animals and his bur­ 
row, which happened to be the only means, 
beyoni running away from me, that pre­ 
sented itself for his escape.

to see what he would do about it.

ine my surprise when lie started to come 
down for me as fast as his legs could earrv 
him, and in a few- moments lie was too 
close for me to shoot without tearing his 
beautiful pelt all to shreds, for 1 at once 
saw that he was ::n unusually handsome 
specimen, and to tints spoil him would 
be a great shame. 
When within about a 
yard of me, and his eyes actually Hashed out 
their meaning at his thus being cornered, he, 
without a moment’s hesitation, made a 
spring at me and landed on the top of my 
leather shooting boots, a pair that carne 
above my knees ; in an instant he com­ 
menced tearing away with his teeth at a 
great rate, but before he had bitten any­ 
thing but my boot, I grabbed him and 
bumping his head against the heel of my 
gun, lie was rendered 
lifeless.

T h e M usic o f th e A n cien ts. 
The Egyptian ffute was only a cow’s 
horn with three or four holes in it, and 
their harp or lyre had only three strings ; 
the Grecian lvre had only seven strings, 
and was very small, being held in one 
hand; the Jewish trumpets that made tiie 
walls of Jericho fall down, were only 
rams’ horns; their flute was the same as 
the Egyptian; they had no instrumental 
music hut by percussion, of which the 
greatest boast made was the ¡waltery, a 
small triangular iiarp or lyre with wire 
strings, and struck with an iron needle or 
stick; their sac! nit was something like a 
bagpipe ; the timbrel was a tambourine, 
and the dulcimer was a horizontal harp, 
with wire strings, and struck with a stick 
like the ¡isaltery. They had no written 
music; had scarcely a vowel in their 
language, and yet, according to Josephus, 
they had 200,000 musicians playing at the 
dedication of the temple of Solomon. Mo­ 
zart would have died in such a coqpert in 
the greatest agony.

E ds. R ecord-U n io n : 
Something over 
three years ago the appearance of the yel­ 
low fever in epidemic form at Guaymas, on 
the Gulf of California, and its evident 
tendency to “cut across lots" to the line of 
the S. P. R. R.,and tbeuce find its way into 
California by way of the line of that road, 
to say nothing of the possibility of the 
dread visitor being brought into the State 
via sail or steamship on the Pacific Ocean, 
led me to write a history of my personal 
experience with, and observation of that 
disease for the Record-Union, by way of 
caution to the people of California. The 
entire article, occupying several columns 
in your journal, was reprinted iu one of 
the Memphis. Term., dailies, and I am in­ 
formed in other Southern journals. I men­ 
tion this fact merely to show that what I 
have to say on the subject is entitled to re­ 
spectful consideration. J have seen in one 
or two California pipers since the disease 
became epidemic in Florida and other 
Southern States during the current year, 
the usual telegraphic announcements of 
the rise and progress of the Diague in 
Jacksonville, Fla., and from that point to 
Decatur, Ala., Jackson, Miss., and other 
points. I have also seen one or two quite 
valuable admonitory articles from noted 
writers, especially one from Henry Gay 
Carleton. 
In my history of the epidemic at Shreve­ 
port, La , in 1853, published in the R ecord- 
U nion three years ago, I showed that the 
disease was brought up the Bed rlv-r from 
Alexandria and Natchitoches, the highest 
points it had ever reached prior to that, 
year, in freight on a steamer which a sud­ 
den and unexpected rise in the river had 
made the fatal messenger of woe and 
dearh. H. G. Carleton, in the letter to the 
New ’l 'irk II nr hi above alluded to, says : 
“ Clothing, cotton bales, rags ot all descrif - 
tions, are favorite fomites or conveyors of 
yellow fever. The epidemic of 1878 in 
Mem obis was traced to a trunk conveying 
the effects of a man who had died with 
suspicious symptoms in New Orleans. His 
widow in Memphis got the trunk, opened 
it, let the germs loose on congenial soil, 
was stricken herselt, ami tnus the ¡llague 
entered, although the town had declared 
shotgun quarantine against New Orleans, 
and was at that very time refusing to re­ 
ceive even the mails from tiiat city. ' 
This account of the introduction of tiie 
yellow lever into Memphis in 1878 would 
do, substituting a clerk on the levee for the 
woman and a crate of crockery ware for the 
dead man's trunk, for an account of the in­ 
troduction of the fever into Shreveport in 
1853. 1“ or young Hamlet partly unpacked 
the fatal crate of straw and stoiie, and in 
less than seventy-two hours was dead—the 
first of over 3U0 who died in Shreveport 
that year of the scourge. But that was 
thirty-five years ago—long before courage­ 
ous and self sacrificing science had plueked 
at least a part of the heart of its mystery 
out of the fostering carcass of the dread de­ 
stroyer. As much as the cornet, that cen­ 
turies ago frightened one King into a clois­ 
ter. yellow fever moves in dread cycles, 
“ obedient to order, heaven's first law.” 
It lias its times aad its seasons. And, 
like the comet, it has its metes and bounds. 
The flaming cimeter of the skies may cause 
a momentary perturbation of an orb com­ 
pared to which the sphere we live on is as 
a handful of sand. But neither Neptune 
nor Uranus, nor any orb in space, turn aside 
from tbeir appointed paths because of the 
celestial wanderer which trails its imuieas- 
urble length of light close to tbeir shining 
confines. This yellow pestilence fright­ 
ens better men than the Spanish King and 
sends them shrieking to the cloisters of the 
groves—God's first temples. Had the flee­ 
ing monarch ordered his life aright he 
would have seen no portent in the flaming 
torch of heaven, that made a recluse of 
him. Had the business men uf Florida or­ 
dered their lives aright there need have 
been do tumult in Florida and her sister 
States to-day, or else the experience of al­ 
most an entire decade must go for naught. 
Let Mr. Carleton, already referred to, in­ 
troduce a gentleman whom I have had the 
good fortune recently to meet frequently 
and discuss this sufciect with. Mr. Carle- 
tou says: 
Yellow fever Is a disease indigenous to the 
semi-tropics. 
It finds perpetual hom e in the 
Antilles. 
H avana, Vera Cruz and Tam pico are 
its home. It finds at long intervals a suitable 
habitation on the southern coast of the United 
States, and Brownsville, Galveston, New Orleans. 
Mobile. 1’ensacola and Jacksonville have been 
often visited. The general opinion was form ed 
in 1S7I-7U th a t it had become acclim ated to Lou­ 
isiana soil, aud was, like th e sugar-cane, a loral 
product, to reappear each year, but the results 
ol the superb work done by Ur. Joseph Holt 
who succeeded Dr. Chopin as President of the 
Board of H ealth o f th at -Slate, and by viitue of 
w hich New Orleans has rem ained free from tiie 
disease for nine years, has exploded th at theorv 
and shdw n the value of quarantine against the 
A ntilles during those m ouths iu which the con­ 
ditions favoraole to propagatirg the disease 
ex.st m the South, viz : from May 1st to October 
30th. It was show n conclusively th at the great 
epidem ic of 187a was started ia New Orleans bv 
the unloading of the ship Em ily B. Souder, from 
Tam pico. Two of her sailors were stricken with 
the disease after lauding, a n d a viruleut focus 
of intention was established on the levee u trere 
she em ptied tier cargo. 
Now, let Dr. Holt speak for himself in 
relation to the epidemic now raging in 
Jacksonville. 
In‘a letter to the NewN >r- 
le:>>; Times Democrat, bearing date August 
14th of this year, Dr. Holt says: 
Knowing that th eir m ethods of protection em ­ 
ployed are hopelessly futile, not to sav absurd 
aud injurious, I desire to suggest to the' citizens 
of Florida a line of sanitary action w hich 
claim s a t least the m erit o f being strictly ra ­ 
tional, scientific, hum ane, and, in the exiieri 
ence o f the Louisiana Board of H ealth, suc­ 
cessful. 
It becam e my duty at one tim e, anticipatim - 
the present disaster, to w atch closely th e con­ 
duct. of the health officials and others concerned 
in the quarantine and health m anagem ent o f 
those places in Florida associated w ith the in ­ 
troduction aud subsequent appearance of yel­ 
low fever in the State, and I m ake the charge, 
holding in my possession the specifications to 
prove tu at th e fearful distress which has com e 
upon th e people of Florida, land no belter peo­ 
ple exist on ibis continent,) is the direct result 
of a com bination of ignorance, selfishness and 
concealm ent, the ultim ate consequence of a 
servile subordination to the interests of a rail­ 
road and steam ship line. 
Florida finds to-dav 
the Lives of her citizens, and before she is done 
w ith this, m illions of dollars sacrificed to a rail­ 
road and steam ship lines and to petty loca! 
trade interests, not w orth a tithe o f the value of 
a hum an life. 
Knowing the origin o f the yellow fever in 
Florida, it is exasperating beyond m easure to 
contem plate th e m ischief that is being caused, 
and the exaggerated terror ia w hich every 
State iu the South stands at this m om ent on ae-

According to Dr. Tanner, of Boston, a 
paper front whom is published by Tin 
Sanitarian, tests for the purity of drinking 
water are worthless. H e says the chem­ 
ical processes relied upon are “ as apt to 
condemn a good water as they are to com­ 
mend it, and to commend an impure water 
as they are to condemd it.” 
If 5 percent, 
of milk or lieef extract were added to pure 
water the processes will condemn it as im­ 
pure on account of the presence of animal 
matter, but a few millions of disease germs 
may be added to a gallon of distilled 
water and none of the processes will lead 
to their discovery, because the quantity of 
organic matter is not large enough. He 
cites instances where water purposelv 
contaminated had been proven by the pro­ 
cesses to be remarkably pure. 
If Dr. Tan- 
j ner be right, his conclusions are startling, 
as the processes which he says often give 
results quite contrary one to the other are 
those upon which almost absolute reliance 
has been placed.

About G i'. m., October 21, 1887, the 
•stage fr in Redding, Shasta county, for 
Bieiier, 
Modoc county, 
left 
Redding. 
When about four miles out, a man with 
revolve- in hand ordered the driver to 
halt and almost at the same time fired a 
shot which passed just in front of Palmer, 
the driver, and |>enetrated the stomach 
and bowels of George S. Henderson, a 
pas-fc;i_. r returning from the 
Masonic 
Grand Lodge hi Id in San Francisco, and 
who w..- occupying a neat with the driver. 
A man named Williams was the onlv 
inside passenger the stage contained. After 
the shooting, Palmer drove in great haste 
about f ■ :r miles to Loomis’ Corners, where 
Henderson was removed from the stage 
and a mes-e.oger dispatched to Redding for 
a physician. 
Henderson died, however, 
aliout 0 a. m., October 22d. At the inquest 
the fata! bullet was removed from the 
íkxIv of deceased and proved to lie a 
swedged bal 1 which had been fired from a 
45-calber Colt's improved pistol. 
Before daylight the newsof the shooting 
had spread throughout the region, and all 
good citizens vied with each other in their 
effort- to obtain some trace of the assassin, 
but the endeavors were futile. 
At 5 a. m., 
the 24th, J. I!: Hume, special officer of 
Wells. Fargo A Co., arrived at Redding, 
and, .ii: company with Mr. Allison, who 
lives in the neighborhood of Loomis’ Cor­ 
ners, ] roceedeil to the scene of the at­ 
tempted robbery and murder, and spent 
five days in that region. The murder was 
committed on the unimproved land of A. 
M. Goodenough, and within one mile of 
his residence. 
Mr. Goodenough was engaged in cutting 
and hauling wood to market at Redding. 
He had in his employ for that purpose 
Leslie Jones, Ed. Buck and Lee Sykes. 
Goodenough also employed as an assistant 
and companion to his wife, who is an in­ 
valid I 
[iarent 
ing, in C-olusa county. 
From the free bridge crossing the Sacra­ 
mento river to Millville there are three 
roads, any one of which might be taken by 
a stranger for the stage road, but in reality 
the most northerly of the three roads Is 
the one traveled by the stage. 
The attempt to rob the Redding and 
Bieber stage on October 21, 1887, was 
made at a point where the road was level 
or a little inclined todown grade, and where 
the stage team would naturally be on a 
trot. One hundred and fifty yards before 
reaching this point was a heavy up grade, 
wm.-re th team would certainly he walk­ 
ing 
\ person at all familiar with 
the business relations existing between 
Redding and Modoc county would know 
that but little money is sent out of Red­ 
ding on the up stages, and that treasure is 
in nearly all cases carried into Redding on 
the down stages. 
Of the numerous stage robberies com­ 
mitted on this route during the past four­ 
teen years, but one of that number has 
been upon an outgoirg stage, and that was 
perpetrated by Stonewall Jackson Arthur, 
a half-breed Indian, in which he realized 
what to one of his tribe would he a bonanza, 
tV-e inconsiderable amount of $100. 
Taking into consideration the foregoing 
facts, Ilnme concluded that the murder 
was committed in an attempt at robbery; 
that the assassin was acquainted with the 
road which the stage traveled; that he 
was wholly ignorant of the business rela­ 
tions between Redding and Modoc county, 
and that in selecting the point on the road 
for stopping the stage he exhibited a total 
ignorance of the stage-robbing business, 
for had he known anything of the ethics 
of “the road” or of “holding up” he would 
know that by killing the driver he would 
lie unable t<> obtain the express box, and 
would have, in addition, an embarrassing 
charge of murder to answer, etc. 
For days the entire region was investi­ 
gated, and no word could be heard of any 
stranger being seen in the neighborhood". 
To have learned which was the road trav­ 
eled by the stage, a stranger would have 
had to make inquiry, or have learned by 
actual observation. 
It was demonstrated 
that in 
such inquiry had been made. 
Thinking it possible that the murderer 
might be a half-breed Indian, Hume sent 
out men on that theory, but soon demon­ 
strated the fact that no Indian could be 
found having in his possession, or who 
could have obtained, a pistol carrying the 
bullet which was found in the liody of 
Henderson. There ensued a lull in the 
investigation, but on March 12, 18S8, Mr. 
Hume obtained a clue which directed sus­ 
picion toward two of the men employed by 
Mr. < m idenough, on whose premises the 
murder had been committed, viz: 
Ed. 
Beck and Lee Sykes. 
On the morning of the ISth of October 
Sykes left the premises of Mr. Gooden­ 
ough, as. he said, to go to Idaho. About 
eight or ten days later, Beck professed to 
have received a letter from Sykes, pur- 
[>orting t have been written from Silver 
Star. Ada county, Idaho. This letter was 
read by Leslie Jones and Clara Wright, 
who entertained no doubt, at that time, of 
its genuineness. 
On the 21st of November Leslie Jones, 
Clara W right and Ed Beck left the em­ 
ploy of Goodenough and departed from his 
premises, Miss W right going to her fath­ 
er's 
heme, near Coming, and 
Jones 
and 
Leek 
to 
Fresno. 
Hume had is­ 
sued circulars and posted a number of 
them in the town of Redding, reciting the 
details of the murder and stating the re­ 
wards offered for the arrest and conviction 
of the assassin. 
After leaving Goodenough’s house and 
and before leaving Redding, Beck, as is his 
custom, filled himself pretty full of beer, 
and while walking along the street toward 
the depot in company with Jones he tore 
down three of these circulars and put them 
in hi- pocket. Jones asked him why he 
did this, and Beck replied, “ I know who 
killed Henderson, and I harbored him in 
< ro-xlenough's barn the first four nights af­ 
ter the murder.” More than this he would 
not divulge, saying he “ was afraid to tell 
in Redding.” 
Beck had no money, and in the hope of 
inducing him to tell all he knew of the 
murder, Jones bought his ticket to Fresno, 
and they left Redding together on the first 
tr :n. 
Beck positively refused to give any 
further information, but adhered to his 
first statement that he knew the murderer 
and had harbored him in Goodenough’s 
barn. Jones fully believed that what Beck 
said was true, and upon his arrival at 
Fresno Jones told a Deputy Sheriff with 
whom he was acquainted of Beck’s state­ 
ment. and asked the Deputy to try to in­ 
duce Beck to tell all he knew of the affair. 
The Deputy told Jones that he had just 
seen .. telegram from Redding in the pa­ 
per^ saying that the murderer of “ George 
S. Henderson had been arrested in Or­ 
egon 
Jones then, believing that he had 
been imposed upon, let the matter drop. 
In the early part of March, however, in 
a friendly letter to Goodenough, Jones 
state, what Beck had told him. On the 
10th of March Goodenough wrote to Hume 
that 
he (Goodenough) could get assur­ 
ance ;• t-iuve that he would get all the re­ 
ward he would tell Hume all he knew of 
the i. itter. 
In reply to this Hume sent 
one i 
ells, Fargo A Co.’s standing re­ 
vi ird circulars, and stated that if Good­ 
en ¡gh chose to confide his knowledge to 
h.m and it seemed to be a correct or reli­ 
able clue, he (Home) would assist Good­ 
en ¡gh in the case at his own expense, and 
a--: n abatement in the payment of Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s rewards. Goodenough then 
v >le vaguely of what he had learued from 
• ce- and also added that since receiving 
i - e-- letter he had discovered about his 
t s ir salmon and other cans, sueli as he 
had never bought, nor brought on to the 
premises, and that in the hav mow he had 
found “dried grapes and over evidence cor­ 
roborative of Beck’s sto rv . 


In accordance with a request contained 
in this same letter, Hume went to Redding 
on the 28th day of March, and met Good- 
enough and heard his statement.

Beck claimed that he lost 
the watch from his pocket before reaching 
Redding, but Hume at once concluded that 
the watch seen in Beck’s possession by 
Jones, while en route to Fresno, was Co­ 
vey’s watch, and if this proved to be true, 
Beck was guilty of embezzling it. 
Hume, 
therefore, sent on April 27th special officer 
Thacker to Fresno with a good description 
of the watch obtained from the owner by 
A. M. Goodenough, to learn, if possible, 
whether Beek had sold or pawned a silver 
watch soon after his return from Shasta 
County. 
Thacker called to his assistance in the 
matter officer C. W. Fraser, but they were 
unable to make any discoveries in regard 
to the watch, aside from the fact that Beck 
had been seen to have a silver watch in 
his jiossession. 
No very critical search 
could he made, on account of the danger 
of Beck’s hearing of it and thwarting the 
whole scheme. 
Hume again visited Redding and ad­ 
vised Mr. Goodenough to see C ovey, and if 
he was willing to swear to a complaint 
charging Beck with having embezzled the 
watch, to have this done, and the warrant 
sent to Hume.

Sykes and took him to Redding. 
It was thought unadvisahle to keep 
Sykes, anil Beck, who was to be a witness 
against him face to face in the same jail, 
and Beck was therefore removed to the 
Tehama County Jail at Red Bluff, to be 
detained until Ilum e should have returned 
from the East, at which time the prelim­ 
inary examination would beheld.

reached San Francisco August 9th, and 
that same night Beck escaped from the jail 
at Red Bluff 
The preliminary examination of Sykes 
was held, however, on the 23d, and Hume 
was in attendance with sufficienty testi­ 
mony to warrant Sykes being held to 
answer, without Beck’s testimony. Indue 
time an information was filed by the Dis­ 
trict Attorney charging Sykes with the 
murder of Henderson. 
On the 14th of September Beck was 
again taken into custody by Hume, aud on 
the loth placed in the Sacramento .Tail, to 
be there detained until such time as he 
should be required to testify at the trial of 
Sykes. On the Cth of October Sykes, for 
reasons known only to himself and his at­ 
torn iys, pleaded guilty as charged in thein- 
formi * i, and Judge Bell, of the Superior 
Court of Shasta county, fixed Wednesday, 
the 10th inst,, as the day for taking testi­ 
mony to enable him to intelligently de­ 
termine the character of sentence to be 
pronounced. 
Pleas of this character are 
so exceedingly rare that there can be no 
question that Sykes’ attorneys deemed 
this his only chance of escaping the death 
penalty, for evident contrition and con­ 
fession will always carry great weight with 
a Judge and community. 
The case, it will be seen, was a very in­ 
tricate one, and in working it up and pre­ 
paring it Mr. Hume states that lie has de­ 
voted more than forty days’ time exclu­ 
sively to it; has traveled over six thou­ 
sand miles and expended upwards of three 
hundred dollars beyond his own personal 
expenses. 
W hile the primary reward will 
be paid to others, Mr. Hume alone is en­ 
titled to all credit which may attach to 
the succes'ful result of this case, for with­ 
out his energy, skill and discretion, the 
murderer of Henderson would, in all prob­ 
ability, never have been brought to justice. 
As it is, it forms one of the most interest­ 
ing cases of detective pursuit that has 
occurred on the coast.

T h e L im it o f S p eed . 
The speed of locomotives has not in­ 
creased with their weight and size. There 
is a natural law which stands in the way 
of this. 
If we double the weight on the 
driving wheels, the adhesion, and const- 
quenct 
capacity of 
drawing loads, is 
also doubled. 
Reasoning in an analogous 
way, it might he said that if we double 
the circumference of the wheels the dis­ 
tance that they will travel in one revolu­ 
tion, and consequently the speed of the 
engine, will be in like proportion. But, 
if this is done it will require twice as 
much power to turn the large wheels as 
was needed for the small ones; aud we 
then encounter the natural law that the 
resistance increases as the square of the 
speed, and probably at even a greater 
ratio at very high velocities. At CO miles 
an hour the resistance of a train is fcur 
times as great as it is at 30 miles. That 
is, the pnll on the draw bar of the engine 
must be four times as great in the one 
case as in the other. 
But at CO miles an 
hour this pull must be exerted for a given 
distance in half the time that it is at 30 
miles, so that the amount of power exerted 
and steam generated in a given time must 
be eight times as great in the one case as 
in the other. This means that the capac­ 
ity of the boiler, cylinders, and the other 
parts must be greater, with a correspond­ 
ing addition to the weight of the machine.

is limited, 
we soon reach

|>oint 
at 
which 
the 
size 
of 
the 
driv­ 
ing-wheel and other parts cannot be en­ 
larged; which means that there is a cer­ 
tain proportion of wheels, cylinders, and 
boiler which will give a maximum speed.

The Origin of Tea. 
The tea plant grew for endless centuries 
in Central Asia, and the guileless Celestials 
blandly assert that the drink was invented 
by Chin Nong some five thousand years 
ago. 
A poetic version makes it sixteen 
hundred years ago, and gives the following 
account of its earliest appearance: “ In 
the reign of Yuen Ty in the dynasty of 
Tsin, an old woman was accustomed to 
proceed every morning at daybreak to the 
market-place, carrying a cup of tea in her 
hand. The people bought it eagerly, and 
yet from the break of day to the close of 
evening the cup was never exhausted. The 
money received was distributed among or­ 
phans and beggars. The people seized and 
confined her in prison. At night she flew 
through the prison windows with her little 
vase in her hand.” 
If you care to do so 
you can read this story anil enjoy it in the 
original Chinese of the “Cha i*u,’’ or “An­ 
cient History of Tea,” and will no doubt 
find the translation exact. 
Tea was not heard of in China again for 
three centuries aud a half, when a “Fo hi” 
priest is said to have advised its use as a 
medicine. 
In the ninth century, an old 
beggar from Japan took some of the seeds 
and plants back with him to his native 
laud. The Japanese relished the new 
drink, and built at Osaka a temple to the 
memory of those who introduced it. This 
temple is still standing, though now al­ 
most seven hundred years old. < fradnallv 
the people of Tartarv and Persia also 
learned to love the drink, and serve it at 
all hours of the day. 
The honor of introducing the herb into 
Europe may be considered due equallv to 
the Dutch anil Portuguese. 
Early in the 
seventeenth century tea became known 
among “persons of quality” in Europe, and 
in lti02 some Dutch traders carried a 
quantity of sage (which was then used to 
make a drink popular in Europe) to China, 
and by some ingenious device succeeded in 
making 
the 
almond-eyed tea-drinkers 
think it a fair exchange for an equal quan­ 
tity of very good tea, which was brought 
home in safety anil without the loss of a 
single Dutchman.—F. II. Libby in St.

F a ll C loak* a n d .M antles, 
Heavy, Scotch tweeds and Irish kerseys 
and fancy trouserings of various kinds are 
materials most in use by tailors for ladies’ 
coats. These coats are no longer bound, 
but are stitched on the edges with two 
rows of stitching about a quarter of an 
inch apart. They are finished with fly 
fronts or with buttons of twist woven in 
basket pattern anil rather longer than those 
worn recently. High standing collars and 
in some cases revers displaying the vest 
and hussar-like trimmings of braid are 
shown on some of these coats. Stylish 
coats of plain cloth are edged with a mere 
border of black Russian lamb, and above 
this border a narrow pattern of braid in 
arabesque style is traced. 
Plain coats are 
made of diagonal cloth in wide and nar­ 
row wale and of dull-faced clay diagonal 
cloth. The new mantles for fali are quite 
short in the back and considerably longer 
in front. They are made of camel’s hair 
and vigogne cloths, in black and dark colon 
and in grays and suede brown, and will be 
trimmed for winter chiefly with long furs 
like Alaska sable or bear skin, or, to a 
slight extent, in the short-plucked furs 
like otter or natural heaver. For fall 
these mantles will be trimmed with velvet 
and passementeries. Old-fashioned fringes 
are shown on some of the imported silk 
mantles. 
A stylish mantle of pale silver- 
grav vigogne, figured in all-over design 
in darker gray, is trimmed with hands of 
dark gray velvet on the culls, a high stand­ 
ing collar of velvet and bands of velvet 
down either side, bordering with gray

aseospores are ri|>eni*d in midwinter, and 
whose mycelium does not extend for more 
than a few inches below the knots, and 
bearing in mind that the fungus is indi­ 
genous on certain of onr native s¡iecies of 
Pruuus, the remedy is obvious. 
When a 
knot makes its appearance, the branch 
should lie cut off a short distance below 
the slight swelling of the stem, which is 
found just below the stump. 
When cut 
off’, the branches should be burnt, to pre­ 
vent the spores from spreading the disease ; 
for, although the asci have but begun to 
form when the branch is cut off they will 
grow and ripen their spores, even when 
separated from the trees, as we know from 
experience. 
“ The question arises as to the best time 
for cutting off the diseased branches. 
We 
should say, cut them off' whenever one sees 
them. 
The most favorable time is late in 
autumn, before the aseospores are ripe. 
But it must not he forgotten that the 
conidea ripen in early summer, and, if the 
knots are seen in the spring, they should 
be cut off at once. 
Not only should dis­ 
eased branches of cultivated cherries anil 
plums be removed, but all means should 
be taken to destory the choke-cherrv, the 
bird-cherry, and the wild plum—in the 
neighborhood of orchards. 
As a supporter 
of this disease, the choke-cherry is a most 
dangerous enemy, and should be destroyed. 
It is quite time that it was generally un­ 
derstood that many of our herbaceous and 
shrubbery plants cause, or, at any rate, in­ 
crease disease in our vegetables and fruit 
trees. 
The farmer destroys caterpillars 
wherever and whenever he finds them; 
why should he not also cut down and de­ 
stroy all trees and shrubs which carry a 
contagious disease into his fruit-orchards?”

The term night hawk is commonly ap­ 
plied to several species, all of which have 
certain peculiarities. 
F'roin its peculiar

About the middle of March they come 
back from their winter pilgrimage; and, 
unlike most of the birds, they have no 
housekeeping to keep them busy, as they 
build no nests.

H ow B is m a rc k G o t T h ro u g h . 
In an article entitled “ From Gravelotte 
to Sedan,” by General Philip H. Sheridan, 
which will appear in Scribners Magaane 
for November, the following incident of a 
ride which Sheridan took with Bismarck, 
after the battle of Gravelotte, is related : 
Our route led through the village of 
Gorze, and here we found the streets so 
obstructed with wagons that I feared it 
would take us the rest of the day to get 
through, for the teamsters would not pay 
the slightest heed to the cries of our 
postilions. 
The Count was equal to the 
emergency, however, for, taking a pistol 
from liehind his cushion and bidding me 
keep my seat, he jumped out and quickly 
began to clear the street effectively, order­ 
ing the wagons to the right and left. 
Marching in front of the carriage and 
making way for us till we were well 
through the blockade, he then resumed his 
seat, remarking : “ This is not a ven* dig­ 
nified business for the Chancellor of the 
German Confederation, but it’s the only 
way to get through.” 


According to our frien d s of the Cobdcn 
school, American commerce and American 
manufactures ought tobe d e c lin in g rapidly 
under the “ withering influence ” of a pro­ 
tective tariff 
Instead of this, the statis­ 
tics to which we refer show that in twenty 
years the population of the States has in­ 
creased by 69 per cent., the hay crop has 
increased 100 per cent., the cotton crop 194 
per cent, and the production of pig iron 
over 386 per cent. 
Railway construction 
to the extent of over 21,000 miles was pro­ 
jected last year and over 15,000 miles of it 
were actually constructed in the twelve 
months. 
W hat this means will be better 
understood when it is pointed out that the 
total mileage of railroads existing in the 
United Kingdom ln-t year is under the 
21,000 planned as a single season’s addition 
to the tracks in the United States. 
New 
rails were required for nearly 20,000 miles 
of road, and upward of 3,000,000 tons of 
steel rails were turned out for the new 
lines in course of construction. 
This 
quantity is three times the entire turn out 
of rails of all descriptions, iron and steel, 
of all the mills in the United States in the 
year 1880. 
Emigration last year was on an excep­ 
tionally large scale. 
One day the number 
landed at Castle Garden depot exceeded 
11,000—the highest figure ever recorded in 
the annals of the New York Immigration 
Bureau. 
In fact, the stream poured in so 
densely as to tax to the utmost resources 
both of the numerous Atlantic steamship 
lines and the immigration authorities of 
the Eastern ports. Many of the lines 
were obliged to order their agents to cease 
booking “steerage” for a time. 
A feature, 
too, of last year’s immigration was the un­ 
usual number of mechanics, bricklayers, 
plasterers, and masons from Scotland, 
Wales, and the north of England, who 
went out to the States in response to ad­ 
vices from the other side stating that there 
w re good openings there for such handi­ 
craftsmen. 
And yet there are scores of 
politicians here so blind to what is going 
on in the world as to stick to the old fetish 
formula that protection is more injurious 
to the country that adopts it than to the 
country against which the hostile tariffs 
are aimed. 
But for the serious consequences entailed 
upon our British working classes, who feel 
every day more and more the pinch of for­ 
eign competition, it would be decidedly 
amusing to note how completely every one 
ot the principles assumed by the one-sided 
free-trade school of this country is nega­ 
tived by facts and falsified by the experi­ 
ence of common-place business men. 
We 
are constantly told that protection raises 
the cost of commodities; that a hostile 
tariff—as John Bright said but a few days 
back in a published letter to one of his 
correspondents—is only a tax which the 
community pays to support the particular 
industry benefited liy it. As a matter of 
fact, what do we find in America? 
Why, 
their manufacturers can actually heat us 
out of the field on the score of mere cheap­ 
ness only. So far from protection enhanc­ 
ing the cost of their goods, they can turn 
them out at rates with which we, with all 
our free trade, cannot manage to compete. 
The Yale lock makers can afford to pay 
the carriage of their goods to England and 
yet undersell the Wolverhampton masters 
in the very heart of the lock trade, just as 
the Belgians can quote lower rates for 
angle iron delivered in Derby than the 
local iron masters of the Midlands. The 
Philadelphia engine makers can turn cut 
as serviceable a locomotive as any English 
firm, and ship it all the way to New Zea­ 
land for £600 less than the English ten­ 
ders. 
In South Russia the agricultural 
implement trade is said to be passing en­ 
tirely into the hands of American exports 
in spite of English and German competit­ 
ors, though the lafter are nearer by 3,600 
miies to the local market. 
W ith the ex­ 
ception of made-up clothing, which i> dear 
because labor is highly paid, and not be­ 
cause the duty on stuff's is so heavy, there 
is not a single manufactured article pro­ 
duced in the United States, from carpets to 
cotton, from locomotive engines to steel 
axes, from agricultural implements to cut­ 
lery and Yankee notions, as many little 
domestic appliances are called, which is 
not as cheap or even cheaper there than 
in this country. 
Another of the specious truths of the 
free-trader underlies the assertion so fre­ 
quently made, that were industries are pro­ 
tected the quality of the product is in­ 
ferior, owing to the indifference of the 
manufacturers, who fear nothing from the 
rivalry of better makers abroad; and that 
people have therefore to paya higher price 
for a worse article. 
A glance at America 
will show how utterly unfounded this 
assumption is. 
The very ground upon 
which Americans beat our own and Euro­ 
pean nmnufacturers 
in 
many neutral 
markets is that their articles are quite as 
good as those of their rivals. 
A striking 
instance of the progress in quality made 
under the protective tariff' is furnished by 
the American silk industry. 
W ithin five 
years of the adoption of protection in the 
United States the (lovernment inspectors 
were enabled to report a marked improve­ 
ment in the quality and pattern of the 
native-made silks; and within ten years 
the Washington authorities found them­ 
selves in a position to assert that, except­ 
ing in the very finest grades of goods, the 
products of the American looms were fully 
up to those of France. 
The assertion, 
indeed, of our radical theorists that pro­ 
tection would lead to an inferiority of 
manufacture is based upon the absurd as­ 
sumption that there is no such thing as 
local competition. 
I t is fact assumed that if the foreigner 
is excluded the native manufacturers, will 
just combine to keep up prices and knock 
down quality. These theorists forgot that 
the only manner in which one native firm 
can push its way as against another is by 
lowering prices and raising quality, pre­ 
cisely in the way it lias been done in 
America. 
But for this the idea of com­ 
peting with English and oilier European 
manufacturers in neutral, markets would 
be an impossibility. 
The sense of humor must lie remarkably 
deficient in some of our free-trade econo­ 
mists, or they would see in the ligares that 
we have above quoted a singular commen­ 
tary on some of the deepest assumptions of 
Mr. Cubden and his foilowers. Facts, how­ 
ever, do not appear to.count with many of 
these doctrinaires, or Re remarkable man­ 
ner in which the industrial progress of the :’ 
United States controverts their economic 
views would lead them to gravely question, 
the advantages to ha derivedfrom the one­ 
sided fiscal jiolicy to which this country 
stands committed.— London Morning I ’--if.

There was in this group of States not so 
marked an effect, but a clearly defined 
check to the industry of wool-growing. In 
the Territories the decrease between 1885 
and 1886 was of 1,407,481. 
In 1867 a protective tariff on wool went 
into effect; the num ber of sheep in that 
decade rose 27 per cent., and in the next 
decade 44 per cent. The increase from 
1880 to 1884, when the influence of ttie 
tarill was felt, was 9,594,793; but since that 
period the decline in the industry under the 
effect of the tariff reduction of 1S83 has been 
steady. 
Yet the Democratic party in Cali­ 
fornia, as Mr. Mitchell points out, put a 
plank into its platform in 1886 denouncing 
the wool tariff reduction Act, and asking a 
restoration of the tariff of 1867. 


ADVANCE IN ILLUSTRATION. 


The advance in the method of illustrat­ 
ing magazines and books has in recent 
years outstripped alm ost all other progres­ 
sive art movements. The men are, indeed, 
yet young who cau recali the rude efforts 
ot an earlier period, beside which the en­ 
gravings for periodicals in this day are as 
superior as the works of a master over 
those of a tyro. The splendid illustrations 
in children's books, to say nothing of the 
exquisite works for adults, m ark a progress 
that may be not inaptly termed a “ rush."’ 
Perhaps in no departm ent of illustration 
has there been more of forward move­ 
m ent than in the processes that have 
photography, in one form or another, for 
their initial point. It is these which give 
us those lifelike and striking pictures, 
alm ost stereoscopic, and those soft and hazy 
effects so closely resembling the photograph 
and yet infinitely softer, aud greatly free 
front the exactness aud angular accurate­ 
ness of the machine picture. 
The wood engraver and the etcher have 
not been behindhand ; the former has, in­ 
deed, not been outstripped by the “ photo "' 
and m any soft processes. 
H e has, within 
the last ten years, achieved so high a plane 
of execution that it is almost marvelous, 
and that twenty years ago would not have 
been deemed possible of attainm ent. Let 
any who fee! doubtful concerning this 
fact turn back 
to 
the old magazine 
files aud examine the wood engraving of 
the earlier period. 
In steel and copper­ 
plate there has not .been so m uch of pro­ 
gress made. The cutting is not to day 
finer than it was fifty years ago. but it is 
bolder, more vigorous and less attention is 
given to producing the effects representing 
the work of the India-ink brush, and it is 
therefore better and strongef work. 
The advances thus noted briug .orcibly to 
view the art educational progress of the 
last half century. 
The maker • of pic­ 
tures for the pressman’s hand" lag have 
m ultiplied in increasing num ber, in excess, 
alm ost of any other class of ar: -orkers. 
A rt schools, schools of design anu sctioo, 
of engraving have increased in num ber 
wonderfully. W here there was one in the 
beginning of the century in this country, 
there are ten now. W here one youth had 
the opportunity to orderly develop taste 
for designing fifty years ago, the wav to 
the end is open to five hundred now. 
And 
it is notable that the supply does not ex­ 
ceed the demand. The really fine designer 
has all sorts of choices of places of employ­ 
ment, so great is the demand for him in 
i hook, paper, wait and other illum ination, 
while the good workers in fine magazine 
and paper illustration fall far below the 
demand. 
Of course this indicates enlarged and 
higher tastes among the people. There 
are very few readers nowadays who do 
not feel competent to judge w hether a 
periodical or book Is well or poorly illus­ 
trated, and the bad picture, the coarse en­ 
graving, the dauby gravure, the lifeless 
artotype, offend to the extent that publish­ 
ers realize th e fact that poor illustration 
kills the sale of the work. 
It is very rare 
that the merit of the text in these days 
will save a work from the financial slough 
if the pages are pooriy illustrated. 
From 
all which we condnde that the book and 
magazine illustration of the d a y ; 
the 
cover, page and piper designing ; the de­ 
signs for the wall and floor and ceiling 
illustration of houses ; the wood engraving 
in the better class of weekly illustrated 
papers, all indicate in America a long and 
upward step in ocrcivilization, so far as the 
art taste of the people affects it—that it is 
an im portant factor is undeniable. 


THE SHORT STORY. 


W illiam Perry Brown in The Writer tells 
of his struggle with “ the short story.” H e 
found that the taste of the reader of the 
day—at least the newspaper and magazine 
reader—is for the short story, and he dis­ 
covered also, that it is far more difficult to 
produce the short than the long story. 
That far he discovered nothing that was 
not before known to all newspaper m en. 
But he has had the grace to acknowledge 
that in most cases the judgm ent of the 
newspaperman upon the productions of 
young writers is sound, and that it is never

Between the politi­ 
cal bum m ers and the commercial drum ­ 
mers and the ragm en and the bagmen, 
Mr. H arrison is having a halycon and vo­ 
ciferous time. The grass in his front yard 
must wear a woe-begone aspect bv ‘this 
tim e.” 
General H arrison's brief speech at Fort 
W ayne on September 4th dealt with the 
protection issue on w hat is the broad and 
fundam ental ground, beyond which it is 
not always w orth w hile to pursue the sub­ 
ject. 
H e said to the workingm en of that 
busy place: 
“ There are m any confusing 
and contradictory statem ents made in the 
public press and by public speakers. 
Ask 
any of those who assail our protective sys­ 
tem w hether they do not believe that if 
their policy is adopted a larger am ount of 
forei-n made goods will come into this 
count' y. 
It is their purpose to increase im ­ 
portation in order to cheapen prices.” No 
advocate of the Mills bill can deny that 
this is the exact fact. 
The London Iron and Coal Trades Review 
for July 27th says: “ The Mills bill was 
successfully carried through the House of 
Representatives on Saturday by a majority 
of 164 votes against 149, nearly"every m em ­ 
ber of the House being present and record­ 
ing his vote. 
It is evident, from the events 
of the past few weeks, that the progress to­ 
wards free trade in the United States has 
been greater than was generally expected. 
It may be well to note that the Mills bill 
has not yet become law ; some people, es­ 
pecially those connected with the tinplate 
trade, talk and write as if it were finally 
placed upon the statute book of the United 
States, and for them it would be well if it 
were, for under it tin plates—the duty on 
which now contributes $5,700,000 to the 
revenue—will be admitted free. 
However 
m uch the m anufacturing interests may 
deny it, the fact is patent that great pro­ 
gress has been made on the road towards 
absolute free trade, and particularly has 
this been the case since the delivery of the 
President’s message. Our iron and steel 
manufacturers look with very m uch inter­ 
est on the move ment which is now going 
on ‘ on the other side,’ for trade there so 
intim ately influences our own."'

T he follow ing paragraph appeared in one 
of the M elbourne papers received by the 
last Australian steamer: 
A m an nam ed Sydney L anshut arrived from 
M auritius in June last, and siuce then has been 
perpetrating a series of clever frauds to the ex­ 
tent o f about £5,000. He took quarters at the 
W hile H eart Hotel, h av in g it for a richly fur­ 
nished house at .St. Hilda, at a rental of £20 per 
week. He engaged an otliee in Hollins street, 
representing him self as a Director of the Indo- 
A ustralian Trading Company. 
On the strength 
o f papers from Blyth & Co.,the banks' agents at 
M auritius, he obtained an overdraft of 02,000 
from the I'uion Bank, and succeeded in obtain­ 
ing m oney and goods from business m en and 
others. He disappeared about August 12th. I.an- 
sliut is about 28 years of age, apparently a Her' 
matr Jew . A w arrant has been issued for the ar- 
r-rt of L anshut, who gave a valueless cheek for 
£12 to McC'arron, Bird A Co. 
The nam e of the sw indler and the pecul- 
’ar sm oothness that characterizes his opera­ 
tions, recalls the adventures of a young 
villain who operated in Sacramento som e 
thirteen years ago, and whose nam e then 
was Sydney S. Lanijeshutt. 
H e came here 
with a young wife and infant from San 
Francisco, where he married under the 
pretense, it was afterward said, of being 
heir to a handsom e fortune in England. 
H e was a dapper little fellow, with curly 
blonde hair and beard, dressed with excel­ 
lent taste and v as as fastidious (and almost 
as fem inine in manner) as a society belle. 
At that tim e the stock boom was still on, 
and lie secured a desk in the office of broker 
Agard on J street, about where Stevens’ 
saloon now is, aud commenced to ‘‘op­ 
erate.” 
In the m eantim e he had taken rooms 
and board w iih Mrs. B elle Crowley, an es­ 
tim able little lady, w hose husband (a sales­ 
man with George W. Chesley) had died 
shortly before, aud who was striving to 
support herself and her tw o children by 
keeping a few boarders. 


HOW HE OPERATED. 
Landeshutt had a remarkable faculty of 
worming him self into the confidences of 
people, and succeeded in getting sum s of 
m oney irom various narties to he invested 
in stocks. 
H is plan was to secure orders, 
if possible, for pun basts 0:1 margins, as in 
liia tw a y h e had only to deliver to his 
dupes receipts tor the' m oney intrusted to 
him , with statem ents ot account show ing 
the (alleged purchase of so many shares of 
stock. 
The money, of course, never got 
beyond Leu leshutt’s pockets—that is, not 
until after oliice hours and the faro games 
had opened up. 
According to his story, 
he had traveled in India, and it was prob­ 
ably in the jungles o f that country that he 
formed that warm attachm ent for the tiger 
which was shown by later developm ents 
in his Sacramento career. 
Judged by his appearance, the dainty 
little broker with the large, soft blue eyes, 
uink-aDd-white girlish com plexion, flaxen 
beard and fashionable dress, was prosper­ 
ous. 
H e was always full of business, 
never m ixed w ith ‘ the com m on herd,” 
and for a white impressed all with whom 
he came in contact with the belief that he 
was the soul of honor, uprightness and in ­ 
dustry. 
A m ong others who was thus im ­ 
pressed was his landlady, for whose help­ 
less condition lie seemed to be extrem ely 
solicitous, and he managed, in as delicate a 
manner as possible to assure her that he 
was anxious to aid her in her hard struggle 
with the world. 
H is interest in her wel­ 
fare increased greatly when he learned 
through his wife that the widow had a 
thousand dollars in the bank (her late 
husband's life insurance) which she was 
saving to keep her babes from want should 
misfortune overtake her. 


SETTING HIS TRAP. 
One evening, when the rain was falling 
hard upon the roof, and the harsh Decem ­ 
ber winds shrieked am ong the leafless 
boughs of the trees, and the tnree friends— 
Landeshutt, his wife and the landlady— 
were exchanging 
confidences 
before a 
bright, warm fire, the 
smooth-tongued 
fraud unfolded to his hostess a plan that 
he had been evolving in his m ind for som e 
weeks to enable her to double or treble her 
little capital. 
H e told a lofty story of his 
confidential relations with brokers in San 
Francisco, w ho were “on the inside” of all 
the 
great 
stock 
deals, 
and 
how 
the 
tim e 
was 
just 
ripe 
for 
those 
with 
a 
little 
ready 
m oney 
“ to 
get in.” 
No such thing as disaster could 
possibly occur to anyone who placed monej 
and confidence in his hands. 
H e was kept 
apprised by telegraph of the hourly condi­ 
tion of the market, and he was absolutely 
certain that Ophir. it purcha3fd at once, 
would return a profit of 100 or 200 per cent, 
to the investor within two weeks. 
The idea of touching her little store in 
the banksoshockeil the landlady, hew t .er, 
that the subject was dropped for the time. 
But the alleged friend o f the fatherless was 
not dismayed. 
H e apologized for even sug­ 
gesting such a thing, w hile inwardly gloat­ 
ing over what he knew to be a successful 
beginning in his thieving designs. 
The 
picture he had painted o f riches that could 
be had sim ply for the taking he believed 
could not be easily dispelled from the 
mind of his intended victim , whote love 
for her children and desire to place them 
above want he knew would soon overcome 
her repugnance to the proposition he had 
advanced. 
THE POISON WORKS. 
A nd so it was. 
H e was not long in re­ 
sum ing the attack, and the lady went to 
the Odd F ellow s’ Bank and drew several 
hundred dollars and placed it in his hands 
to invest lor her, taking sim ply his receipt 
tuerefor. 
In a few days he reported to her 
that she was ‘ a couple o f hundred ahead,” 
ami a few days later that her investm ent 
had nearly doubled, and he would soon be 
able to return her a thousand dollars. 
The 
poor woman rejoiced to think that she 
could soon add so much to the children’s 
bank account, but she had so often declared 
to her friends that nothing short of starva­ 
tion would ever induce her to m ake a draft 
upon her deposit that she was forced to 
keep her supposed good fortune locked 
witnin her breast. 


MARGINS TO HE COVERED. 
But there came a sudden check to her 
lightness of heart. 
Her good friend in ­ 
formed her when he came hom e to dinner 
one day that there had been a sudden 
and unexpected reaction in the market, 
and that it would require $250 to cover her 
m argins and save what she bad already in ­ 
vested. 
In response to her tears and 
lam entations he replied that it was onlv a 
temporary matter—that the slock would 
gon p again in a day or two, and ail would 
be w ell. 
W ith a pang in her heart and an 
inward reproach for having taken the first 
step, she went to the bank and drew the 
m oney. 
Agaiu her spirits were revived by 
reading bogus telegrams to the effect that 
her investm ent was doubling up. 
But she 
had still a little m oney left in the bank, 
aud the heartless villain must have it. 
So 
there was a repetition of the shrinkage 
story, more tears and heart-aehes, and—an­ 
other aud final draft on the nearly-ex­ 
hausted bank account. 
Again the market 
reacted, as before, and the daily recital of 
hundreds of dollars made was whispered 
into the ears of the victim or read to her 
from dispatches prepared by Landeshutt 
him self. 
Finally, the day on w hich he had 
promised his hostess the stock would be 
sold and her m oney and profits returned to 
her was almost at hand. 


THE DENOUEMENT. 
One pleasant afternoon Landeshutt re­ 
turned to his boarding-house a little before 
the dinner hour, as usual, but he was not 
alone. 
A policeman waited for hint at the 
gate w hile he went in aud explained to his 
wife that he m ight possibly be detained 
over night. 
That was on Thursday, the 
16th of February, 1876. 
On the Tuesday 
preceding he had dropped into Samuel 
Jelly s jew elry store, where be was known 
only by sight, and with the air of a Crown 
Prince asked to be shown som e diamond 
rings. A tray of gems was laid before him , 
and after som e tim e spent in exam ining 
them he finally selected two—of the value 
o f $10i) each—and requested them placed 
in a box for him . 
H e remarked, as he 
took the package from the show-case, that 
be would take them hom e to his wife for 
inspection, and if she should choose one 
he would return ;he other in the evening. 
The coolness ot the proposition fairly took 
Jelly’s breath away, and he could not find 
words in which to frame a remonstrance. 
And with a low bow the dandy broker 
pocketed the rings and walked on;. 
Later 
in the evening he returned to the store 
with one of the rings, remarking that bis 
wife was so pleased with ihe other that he 
could not prevail upon her to take it from 
her linger even for a m om ent. 
But he 
would bring it down the follow ing day to 
have som e engraving done on it, and would 
then pay for it. The banks were, of course, 
all closed at that hour, and he could not 


I ,fraw 
m oney until the next day. \Yed- 
I i,p?day p k 93e<L and Jelly retired that night 
wiiL a weB -settled suspicion in his mind 
i that be had .Seen victim ized, despite the 
honest 
appearance of his 
gentlem anly 
custom er. 
„ 
On the fo llo w in g a j y (Thuisday i Jelly 
began to m ake inquiries amoDg bosiness 
men regarding tL'e standing of 
broker 
Landeshutt, and he found that a score of 
houses had accounts against him , and that 
in m any instances he had procured goods 
in quite as barefaced a m anner as he had 
defrauded him out o f the diam ond ring. 
So he consulted the police and 
finally 
swore out a warrant for Landeshutt’a a'rrest, 
and the sw indler was that afternoon-—as 
before stated—taken in by an officer 01. a 
charge of obtaining goods under false pre 
lenses. 
A CONSUMMATE RASCAL. 
Then the w hole story of his rascality 
came out—how he had pawned the ring at 
Crabal’a faro game at Fourth and J streets 
(instead of taking it to his wife), and how 
all of the widow’s m oney, that she sup­ 
posed was invested in stocks, upon which 
she was about to realize a handsom e sum, 
had gone the sam e road and found its wav 
into the till of the faro table. 
The day after his arrest Landeshutt sent 
a written request for his wife to visit him 
at the City Prison, but she refused to have 
anything more to do with him , and on the 
follow ing day returned with her child to 
her paieuús’ hom e at the Bay. 
Before her 
departure she told her alm ost heart-broken 
hostess that this experience was not a new 
one; that in the two years of their married 
life it had cost her fam ily som e $4,000 to 
square up her husband’s stealings and keep 
him out o f the State Prison, and that she 
was now so convinced of the fact that he 
was a thorough rascal that she could no 
longer condone his conduct. 
W hen the fact of Landeshutt’a arrest be­ 
came known, his victim s began to materi­ 
alize. 
They popped up—anything but se­ 
renely—from ail quarters, and it looked as 
if charges enough would be filed against 
him to keep him in the sweat-box until the 
peaclibloom of his cheeks would be sup­ 
planted by the pallor of the convict. 
H e 
was made to serve out a term of several 
m onths in the County Jail on conviction of 
one of the charges, but the others were not 
pressed by his victim s. 
The chief loser, 
Mrs. Crowley, preferred not to send him to 
the State Prison for a term of years in the 
hope that she m ight be able to recover 
som e of her lost m oney from him —a hope 
that was never realized. 


AT HIS OLD TRICKS AGAIN. 
After finishing his term of imprisonment 
her», Landeshutt returned to San Francisco, 
where he was soon again heard from iti 
connection with m ining stock frauds, his 
victim s generally being women. 
It got so 
hot tor him there that he soon left for Brit­ 
ish Columbia, and again 
resumed 
his 
crooked practices on the confiding people 
of Victoria. That was the last heard of him 
until now, twelve years later, he turns up in 
Melbourne as the swindler of banks and 
business houses to the tune of $25,000 or 
more 
H e is one o f the sm oothest rascals 
that ever trod in shoe-leather, and no com ­ 
m unity into w hich he may alight is safe 
front harm, for he is a natural-born confi­ 
dence m an, gifted with all the qualities that 
any man could desire for that business. 
W here he w ill next turn up remains to be 
seen. 
One incident of his career in this city 
illustrates the heartiessuess and supreme 
gall o f the fellow : W hile he was engaged 
in robbing his landlady and “ blowing 111 ” 
her m oney at the faro games and paying 
his own and his wife’s board w ith it, he 
was constantly finding fault with the table, 
etc. 
On one occasion lie got his wife to re­ 
quest their hard-worked and financially- 
distressed hostess to place a finer quality of 
towels in their room. 
H e said those in use 
were not soft enough nor fine enough—that 
they were too severe on his delicate skin. 
And he frequently hinted that the table 
was deficient in delicacies. 
And all this 
tim e he knew that the poor wom an had 
not a dollar’s incom e outside what she re­ 
ceived from him (and that was her own 
m oney) and one other boarder. 
It is to be 
hoped the wretch will be run down by the 
Australian officers and made to serve out 
the remainder of his davs behind the bars 
of a jail.

! entered upon, is progressing slow ly, but as 
ya.t there is no such response upon the part 
' of those having infested trees and grounds, 
us provuises any permanent results in relief 
of'the thr eatened scourge. There is no gen­ 
eral movevuent towards determined eflort 
to exterm inate the pest, and but few, 
even o f those w ho have been notified by 
the Inspector ht. ve thus far lifted a finger 
to respond to th e work required of them 
to cleanse their trees and grounds. 
It m ight as well be understood and recog­ 
nized, first as last, that unless the work of 
destroying and cleaning all infested por­ 
tions of the city is entered upon heartily 
by all, or that all are com pelled alike to 
proceed and persistently work in tne m at­ 
ter to the desired end, nothing need he done 
at all. so far as entirely ridding the citv of 
the threatening danger is concerned.' If 
the warfare is made general and in a sys­ 
tematic way, the end so m uch to be de­ 
sired w ill be accomplished, and the bene­ 
ficial results to Sacramento cannot even be 
estimated. 
It this is not done, moreover, 
the people and the authorities w ill be re­ 
sponsible for the loss of the shade and 
ornamental trees, shrubs and even flower­ 
ing plants, for w hich the Capital City is so 
widely noted, and beyond this, for a heavy 
loss in our real estate values. 
Of course all cannot be accom plished in 
a day, and som e are applying them selves 
to the duty and task in hand with com ­ 
mendable zeal, but 
in m ost instances, 
where persons arc so working, parties ad­ 
joining them, as w ill be seen in all parts of 
the city where the pest has secured a foot­ 
hold, are doing nothing, m aking no effort, 
and either do not care, or Micawber-like, 
are “ waiting for som ething to turn up.” 
Now this is not right, aud since the city 
authorities have very properly taken hold 
of the matter of stam ping out this pest, 
such disregard of personal interests and 
the rights and interests of others must not 
be permitted. 
Let us have a general 
m ovem ent and united effort to down the 
enem y, or else all join with Nero and sit 
still and fiddle w hile Rom e burns. 
There are two things to be arrived at, and 
which should and must be accomplished, 
in dealing with the cottony cushion scale 
as it now exists in Sacramento. 
First, to 
confine it to its present area of infestation 
and prevent its spread to other portions of 
ihe c ity ; second, to effectually fight and 
stamp it out wherever it now exists. 
Both 
of these are equally essential, for every 
yard that is kept from becom ing infested is 
saved from im m inent danger of having 
every tree, shrub and flower w ithin it 
totally destroyed; and those where it now 
exists w ill be thus treated by the pest un­ 
less it is exterminated. 
The R e o o rd -U n io x has heretofore given 
the result of its investigations and import­ 
ant discovery concerning the usefulness of 
ants in assisting to annihilate the black and 
other kinds of scale, and expressed the 
hope that the ant would also be foond to 
be an enem y of the cottony cushion scale, 
and to ascertain which fact investigations 
are being made. 
There is being received 
every day cum ulative evidence of the fact 
that the black scale is entirely destroyed 
and trees cleared whenever the ants find it. 
W e could give numerous cases in addition 
to those already published in the R e c o r d - 
U n i o n , where it has been observed in 
this vicinity, and in m any cases where 
other kinds of scales have been also de­ 
stroyed.

AID FROM 
In this connection the follow ing letter, 
published by the Los Angeles Express. 
shows the value of ants in destroying the 
black and other scale in Southern Califor­ 
nia, and as the writer indicates, quite possi­ 
bly the cottony cushion scale also: 
Editor Express: In one of th e m etropolitan 
journals of yesterday m orning f noticed a com ­ 
m unication from A. F. K ercheval, of our city 
relating to the cottony-cushion scale. I am glad 
to know the result of m yow a observation is con­ 
firmed by so distinguished an authority as Mr. 
Kercheval. Some tw o weeks ago my wife called 
my attention to the condition of the scale pre­ 
cisely sim ilar to th a t noted by Mr. Kercheval 
The bugs,both great and sm all, are undoubtedly 
dying. 
I had intended to call public attention 
to thus condition ot things through the columns 
of your estim able periodical, b u t concluded cot 
to do so until I had m ade some further observa­ 
tions. I find th at in m any instances th e scales, 
in all stages of th eir growth, from the tim e they 
assume the “ cottony” appearance, have been 
punctured, and th a t a viscous gum exudes from 
the wound. I am not certain w hether this is 
done by the ants, for I find these insects w ork­ 
ing on the scale, as they do in the case of the 
black scale and other pests of the kind. But I 
am engaged in w atching the m ovem ent ot a fly 
w hich I am inclined to think is busy in the be­ 
neficent work of destruction. This lly is, in size 
about half as large again as the common hou.se- 
liy. and has a red head and green wings. I have 
not heretofore noticed this fly in m y garden. 
But w hether it be this fly or the ants, or anv 
other insect, it is evident that the “ cotlony- 
cushion” scale has an enem y, aud that it is di­ 
m inishing notably in num ber. X h ad about 
m ade up my m ind lo abandon m y garden to 
the pest, hut I have taken heart again, for I am 
inclined to think th at th e ravages of the scale 
w ill be checked, even though it be not exter­ 
m inated. 
It is to be hoped th a t this is so, for 
the pest has tak en possession not only of the 
shruobery and trees in our gardens and the 
trees aud vines in our orchards, but of native 
trees and weeds and every green thing. 
My garden is three m iles aw ay from the 
grounds of Mr. Weiss, w here Mr. K ercheval’s 
observations were m ade. It is reasonable to 
stipjiose. therefore, th at this condition of the 
scale, noticed by both of us. exists in other 
places as well. There is scale everyw here, both 
In the city and in the country, so th a t everyone 
will be able to discover w hether the good work 
goes on in all parts.

In connection with the above letter, the 
Express editorially sa y s: 
We publish elsewhere a letter from Colonel 
G. B utler Griffin, w hich w ill be read w ith a 
great deal of interest by orchardists and vine- 
yardists. Colonel Griffin, who has oue of the 
most unique gardens in Southern California, 
and who is a close observer, thinks that the 
w hite scale, or “ cottony cushion scale," is from 
some cause dying out. 
He was about to uproot 
his entire garden w hen he m ade this welcome 
discovery- He lias not yet fully concluded w hat 
is th e cause of the fatality to th e scale. The 
w hite scale Is the worst pest th at our fruit m en 
have to contend against, and if it should die 
off and “ peterout, ’ as all other pests eventu­ 
ally do, such as grasshoppers, potato hugs and 
the like, it w ould give new vigor to the entire 
southern country. 
The people of Sacram ento now have the 
w hite scale all over th eir city, and they will be 
equally interested w ith our own people in Col­ 
onel Griffin's discovery. 
It will be seen, therefore, that the ant has 
at least achieved a solid reputation for de­ 
stroying ihe black scale and som e other 
m inor fruit pests, and is now on its good 
behavior concerning the cottony cushion 
scale. 
If it shall add this pest to its 
conquests, the people of California w ill 
rise up and forever call it blessed. 
Even 
with the good work the ant is now known 
to be engaged in against insects injurious 
to man, it becomes evident what the sage 
m eant when he said, as recorded in Sacred 
W rit: 
Go to the ant, thou sluggard; consider h er 
ways an a be wise. 
Notwithstanding, the hope that m ay rea­ 
sonably be entertained, tba't in the general 
balance of tue econom y of nature, an ef­ 
fective insect enem y of the cottony cushion 
scale w ill in tim e be developed: yet, lest 
that tim e be so tar in the future that before 
its arrival uli our trees, and even the grass 
o f our beautiful lawns, shall be destroyed, 
leaving the citv barren of shade aud beauty, 
no one can wisely abate one particle ot 
effort to exterm inate this all-bligbting pest. 
There is no safety but in the most ener­ 
getic. united and well-directed efforts for its 
speedy death and permanent obliteration.

To Ihc Editor of the Ihese: I am in receipt of 
your esteemed iavor requesting me to give my 
reasons for believing that protection is the beet 
policy for the United states and asking my opin­ 
ion as to what would be the effect of a free-trade 
policy on our laborers and industries. I shall 
with pleasure comply with your request. I be­ 
lieve that protection is the best policy for the 
United States. 
First—Because, setting all theories aside and 
forming my judgment upon the sound basis 
of experience, I am c w in c e d that protection 
is the source from which has sprung the splen­ 
did position—manufacturing, commercial, finan - 
eial and in regard to general prosperity and 
progress—which this country occupies to-day. 
Xu sustainment of this belief I refer to the un­ 
precedented progress which the Amcricau na­ 
tion made in prosperity under the protective 
tariffs of 1789, 1824, 1842 aud since 1851: ami to 
the marvelous strides in manufacturing and 
commercial prosperity achieved bv rav native 
lai d—Ireland—during the independence of the 
Irish Parliament under the high protective 
tariff bill passed in 1783 against all importations 
including those from 
England; 
protection 
higher than any adopted by America up to 
1821. Of the progress made by Ireland during 
this period, and which was solelv due to the 
rigid protection of her home industries, Lord 
Clare said: "There is not anation on the habit­ 
able globe which has advanced in cultivation 
aud commerce, in agriculture and manufactur­ 
ing, with the same rapidity in the same time.” 
Second—Because I can see just as plaiuly as 
that two and two make four that protection can 
alone preserve aud increase the prosperity aud 
the wealth already created against the compe­ 
tition of the products of the cheap labor of 
Europe. In proof of this 1 refer to the povertv, 
general financial embarrassment aud national 
insolvency inflicted upon America during the 
tariff for revenue only periods following the 
adoption of the Clay compromise tariff' in 1833, 
and the Walker tariff in 1846. Not only nationai 
insolvency but national humiliation, when in 
1842 and 18 0 the great American nation was 
unable to negotiate In ’he financial markets of 
the tvorld a national loan of 815,000.000 in the 
first case and in the second 85,000,000. I refer 
also to the ruin wrought In Ireland by tiie in­ 
troduction ol English free trade, a system which 
by kiding out the extensive manufacturing in­ 
terests of Ireland, and driving her entire popu­ 
lation to seek subsistence out of the soil, created 
undue competition for ¡and, and enabled the 
landlords to take advantage of such c .mpetitioa 
to double the rents; converted the most truitful 
and the most fertile island in the world into a 
land of poverty, wretchedness aud rags, and lias 
forced her sons to seek refuge in every clime 
and under every flag all over the world. 
Third—Because I am an American citizen and 
because I have watched and studied, and, X 
think, comprehend the "hell-bent" machina­ 
tions by which England, through the ;-eney of 
the Cobden Club propaganda, is tryin. to blind 
and befool the American people in; ruining 
American interests, and building up the failing 
iortunes of England by throwing open the great 
American market to English producéis. 
Four; h—Because I believe in the words of 
Thomas Jefferson, that “in spite of tre.cses Eng­ 
land is still our enemy," anti that any and every 
theory recommended to ns by the mouthpiece 
of the English manufacturers, the Cobden Club, 
must be lor the advantage of English interests 
and detrimental to ours 
In regard to the effect of a free trade i-olicy on 
our laborers aud industries, every thinl

Butter-Scotch yelled and started up. 
“ Sit down. 
Don’t you know a . 
beetle when you hear one ?”

H ow to D evelop th e Lungs. 
T he exercises which I have found of 
most value in developing the lungs may 
be described as follows: Standing erect as 
possible, with shoulders thrown back and 
chest forward, the arms hanging close to 
the body; the head up, w ith lips firmly 
closed, inhalation is to he taken as slowly 
as may be : at the same tim e the extended 
arms are to be gradually raised, the back 
of the hands upward, until they closely 
approach each other above the head. The 
movement should be so regnlated that the 
arms will he extended drreetly over the 
head at the moment the lungs are com­ 
pletely filled. 
The position should be 
m aintained from five to th irty seconds lie- 
fore the reverse process is begun. 
As the 
arms are gradually lowered the breath is 
exhaled slowly, so the lungs shall be as 
nearly freed from breath as jmssible at the 
tim e the arms again reach the first posi­ 
tion at the side. 
By these movements the 
greatest expansion possible is reached, 
for 
upon 
inspiration 
the 
weight of 
the 
shoulders 
and 
pectoral 
muscles 
are lifted, allowing the thorax to expand 
fully, while upon exhalation in lowering 
the arm s \\a utilize tho additional force of 
this pressure upon tha upper thorax to 
render expiration as complete as possible. 
These deep respirations should be repeated 
five or six times, and the exercise gone 
through with several times a day. 
it is 
hardly necessary to rem ark th at the cloth­ 
ing must in no way interfere with the ex­ 
ercise. 
In some cases this exercise is 
more advantageous when taken when lying 
flat on the back, instead of standing. 
In 
this position the inspiratory muscles be­ 
come rapidly strengthened by opposing 
the additional pressure exerted by the ab­ 
dominal organs against the expanding 
lungs. 
And, on the other hand, expira­ 
tion is more perfect and full on account of 
the pressure of these organs. 
This is an 
exercise now advocated by several leading 
vocal teachers of Europe.— John L . Davis, 
A . B., M. D.

The novitiate, or greenhorn, the term 
they are best known by, is to be found in 
the woods as well as anywhere else in the 
world. 
H is manners, his dress, his very 
carriage, all betray him. 
H is gun is a 
new o n e ; his shooting jacket and boots 
smell of the shop. 
H e has an exaggerated 
idea of everything about the woods. 
To 
his verdant im m agiuation trout are as 
plenty in the lakes and streams as herring 
in the m ighty ocean. 
There is at least one 
wildcat in every tree and a deer feeding in 
every meadow. 
To his mind the dee¡: 
forest is clothed in a halo of mystery, of 
which he is to he the explorer; and, like 
Livingstone and Stanley, he is to lie the re- 
vealer of these m ighty secrets. 
The old 
woodsman makes nothing of creaking trees, 
and the weird sound produced by one 
branch scraping against another would 
hardly command a passing thought, but 
I have known 
a 
novice to sit h alf 
a day by th e side of this phenomenon, 
w aiting for a wildcat to show him self from 
among the branches overhead. 
There is a 
tinge of disappointm ent occasioned by the 
knowledge of the fact which comes later 
on, that of all solitary places—excepting 
perhaps the fabulous G reat American Des­ 
ert— the unbroken wilderness lias the few­ 
est signs of anim al lile of any place on the 
entire continent. 
You may travel all day 
and not see a partridge, a deer, wildcat, 
hear, fox, robin, crow or bluebird, and 
hardly a squirrel. 
The deep wood on a

§7 and are now selliug for $2 30 after pay­ 
ing a duty of 35 cents a dozen ? 
W hy carpets that sold for §1 40 a yard 
before a protective tax of 12 cent- a square 
vard and 30 per cent., called the industry 
into existence, are now selling for 95 cents 
a yard ?

The conclusions are, from their ex­ 
periments on dogs, th at the presence of 
salicylate of soda in the blood can lie 
shown w ithin thirty-one minutes after an 
injection of a six-gramme dose subeutane- 
ously or directly into the stomach. In the 
case of iodide of sodium a seven-gramme 
dase was needed to cause its appearance in 
the blood w ithin the same length of tim e 
if it had been given by the stomach, but 
when given subcutaneously and in about 
half the foregoing dose it appeared in the 
blood after the lapse of eight minutes only. 
The authors also rem ark that after the in­ 
jection of two grammes of iodide of sodium 
into the stomach no trace of this salt could 
be detected in the blood. 


M etal R ailro ad T ies. 
Attem pts have been made to a consider­ 
able extent to substitute metal for wooden 
ties on railroads, but it ilx s not yet appear 
that the right kind of tie has lieen in­ 
vented. 
Wood possesses the quality of 
yielding in just about the right degree, 
and a metal tic should come :.s near to the 
same degree of yieiduig . - ;>• s-'ible.

TOYS MADE OF OLD CORKS. 
< urious toys may be made of cork. One 
these is the well-known little tumbler, 
of 
such as is generally constructed of p ith ’ 
but cork, especially if it be hollowed, will 
answer the purpose. 
Make the puppet of 
three or four corks, shape and paint it as 
skillfully as you can, and glue to the feet, 
or under them a hemisphere of lead, and 
when thrown into any position the figure 
of course rights itself, and, like a cat, al­ 
ways falls on its feet. 
It is quite possible 
to make a cat, also of pith or cork, which 
will indeed always fall upon its feet. 
A nother toy is a dnck of cork, w hich is 
also ballasted with lead, and which can 
outride any storm. 
These are made by 
gluing square pieces of cork together, anil 
then shaving the whole into shape w ith a 
sharp knife. 
A duck or swan of cork, 
containing a piece of iron, can be placed 
on a sheet of paper, etc., and made to 
move by a magnet concealed beneath the 
paper. 
A more difficult toy is the “ walking 
man.” 
A puppet is made from cork, the 
legs being movable at the hips, yet so con­ 
structed th at the body does not fall back­ 
ward or forward. 
The soles of the figure 
are shod or plated w ith iron. 
A horse­ 
shoe magnet is then moved under a tam ­ 
bourine or other frame covered w ith paper 
or parchm ent, and as the soles follow the 
poles of the magnet, the figure, of course, 
may be made to walk over it.—St. Nicholas.

C hristian Union*»” P la tfo rm on th e 
T em p eran ce Q uestion. 
The Christian Union, published in New 
York, w ith Dr. Lyman Abbott, pastor of 
Plym outh pulpit, as its editor-in-chief, is 
[>erh:i[is the most able and influential of 
the semi-religious papers of the present 
day. 
In a recent issue it has the follwing: 
A correspondent from Kansas asks us 
why we are not for prohibition; why we 
are for high license; why we do not "lead 
on the temperance issue, as he is kind 
enough to say we do on all other issues. 
As often as this question is asked we shall 
try to give it answer. 
Line upon line; 
here and there a little. 
A\ e do not believe th at either prohibi­ 
tion or high license is the ultim ate form 
which legislation will take on in this coun­ 
try in dealing with the saloon. 
There are 
serious objections to both. 
But we do not 
propose to wait til! some one lots discov­ 
ered the ideal method of dealing with the 
saloon before we enlist against it. 
W e 
count it America’s greatest enemy; and we 
fight it with what weapons we "can. 
We 
live in hope of the day when an open 
drinking saloon will lie as rare in Amer­ 
ica as an open gambling saloon is now, 
and we propose to do w hat in us lies to 
hasten th at day. 
B ut we do not propose 
to wait till all who share our hope agree 
on a method; or to require all to adopt 
our method; or to waste much tim e in dis­ 
cussing methods in the presence of the 
enemy. 
Richmond is our objective point, 
and we are equally ready to fight under 
McClellan or G rant, by way of the Jam es 
River or the W ilderness 
A nything to 
get there. 
So we are iu favor of one sort of prohi- 
bitiofi in M aine and another sort of pro­ 
hibition in Kansas, of local option in 
Georgia and Massachusetts, of high license 
in Illinois and 
Pennsylvania and New 
York, and of a high tax in Ohio. 
Pro­ 
hibition lias shut up the open saloons in 
Maine and Iowa and Kansas. 
No enemy 
of the saloon should vote to relax prohibi­ 
tion in these States till the saloon has 
ceased its guerrilla warfare. 
It will be 
time enough then to amend the law. JLoeal 
option lias closed the open saloons in more 
than half of Georgia. 
No enemy of the 
saloon should abandon local option in 
Georgia, where it has accomplished so 
much, for something else th a t merely 
promises to do more. 
H igh license has 
diminished the saloons one-half in Phila­ 
delphia. 
No enemy of the saloon should 
propose to do away with high license, 
and open these closed saloons 
in 
order 
that 
he 
may 
try 
and 
shut 
them 
all 
up 
by 
some 
other 
method. 
In 
New 
York 
State 
the 
liquor

has 
nominated 
a 
Governor 
who has vetoed every measure which 
threatened to cripple th at power—nomi­ 
nated him because he is a “friend.” 
That 
is reason enough why all the enemies of 
the saloon should combine to defeat him, 


Cle*ve!autí Usen tn e Sam e A xgum ents a» 
th e Co telen F ree Trader*.. 
P. T. Barnum made a political speech, 
for the first tim e in many years, at Bridge­ 
port, last week. 
In th e course of his re­ 
marks he said : 
We are not discussing politics, but busi­ 
ness; nor are we to discuss the M ills tariff 
bill, tor that, had as it is, is only an enter­ 
ing wedge for Cleveland’s doctrine of free 
trade, pure and simple. 
Cleveland, in his 
message at the opening of Congress, used 
the exact arguments of the Cobden free 
traders, as 1 have heard them from their 
own lips in Manchester, England, a hun­ 
dred times. 
They say, “ America must 
feed us, and we must" clothe Americans, 
and do all the manufacturing for them, 
and pass their custom houses free of duty. 
There is hut a small number of manufact­ 
urers in the 1 nited States, and they must 
be wiped out for the benefit of the large 
number of inhabitants who can he sup­ 
plied by us at half price, because our op­ 
eratives receive less than half the wages 
paid in the 1'uited States.” 
Cleveland 
says the same thing, and he means the 
same tiling. .So docs the Democratic party. 
W attcrson says: 
‘ It means free trade, 
and if any Democrats don't like it they 
must go somewhere else.” 
The English manufacturers and news­ 
papers recognize the Democratic party as 
a party of free tradei-s, ami stand ready to 
smother us w ith their manufactured goods 
at a moment’s notice. 
But Mills and most 
of his party are sarced by the uprising of 
the whole country against perm itting the 
starvation labor of ( ireat Britain, Germany, 
France and other countries to compete 
even-handed with the men who fill our 
factories and live like men, independent 
and happy, so they fix up the bogus M ills 
hill tor a nnike-shift till they can get con­ 
trol of the I nited State Senate, when they 
will rush through just such a free trade 
hill as Cleveland asked for in his message, 
and as the M ills bill was when reported by 
the Democratic committee of the House of 
Representatives. 
M eanwhile these free 
traders are trying to throw dust in our 
eyes by talking about “moderate free 
rade.” 
W here will Bridgeport be when its 
manufactories are stopped by free trade 
and the cheap labor of the pauperized 
operatives of Europe? 
An English man­ 
ufacturer who was mv guest recently ex­ 
claimed, when he saw the healthv-looking, 
well-dressed mechanics 
emerging from 
\\ heeler A W ilson’s factory at dinner 
time, “A re these people all contractors?” 
“No,” 1 replied, “They are the masses, 
who earn three times as much per day as 
yours do, and they live accordingly.” 
“The masses,” he replied, “They look 
more like employers than the masses, but 
we divide these two words differently when 
used in England—we make them read 
‘them asses.’ ” 
Now, if our mechanics and workingmen, 
American, Irish, Germans and others, will 
be fools enough to vote for free trade, I 
shall blame nobody for giving them this 
English title. A Bridgeport manufacturer, 
who employs 2,000 men, told me that if 
free trade came, or free trade in the articles 
he made, he should discharge his workmen 
here, manufacture in Europe and bring his 
goods here, as he could make them over 
there so much cheaper than here, and 
must do so to compete with foreign goods 
which pay no duty to the home m arket.— 
N»c York Tribune.

Land depreciates, the now busy marts 
of trade in this country are clothed in 
sackcloth and mourning, tramps are m ul­ 
tiplied, and the wails of Am erican laborers 
are heard everywhere. 
England becomes 
the m istress of our financial interests, as 
she is wherever her poison vine of tree 
trade has been allow ed to fasten itself on 
the body politic. 
“ Every importation of English goods, 
the product of cheap labor, m ust take the 
place of just so much of the production of 
Am erican labor. 
Necessarily, therefore, 
the power of American labor to produce 
m oney m ust in the sam e ratio be reduced. 
It is burning the candle at both ends by 
Sbipping our gold and reducing the power 
of the American worker to earn m oney. 
I 
can im agine of no schem e more certain to 
invite financial ruin, destroy the equilib­ 
rium o f our currency and supplant an ap­ 
parent surplus by a deficit. 
WHY HE IS A REPUBLICAN. 
“ There is no surplus so long as we have 
a dollar o f outstanding interest-bearing 
debt. 
That debt, largely held by foreign 
power, should be anticipated and paid just 
as fast as our revenues accumulate instead 
of enacting a policy which breaks down 
our great system of interna! revenue and 
the source o f our prosperity by striking at 
the primary source of our wealth, viz.: the 
wage-worker. 
“H olding these views, 1 cannot but look 
with deej) concern upon the insiduons 
efforts of the advocates ot free trade, how ­ 
ever m uch it is sugar-coated, believing that 
the protection of American industries is 
the protection of the life-blood of the nation 
—m oney. 
] shall most cheerfally support 
Harrison and Morton for the highest posi­ 
tion in (he gift o f the American people. 
I 
ask a candid, unprejudiced consideration 
and reconstruction o f the reasons here set 
forth by m v old friends, and warm friends, 
with whom I have heretofore been asso­ 
ciated.”

That brought to m y m ind’s eye another 
picture. 
It was George W ashington aud 
Abraham Lincoln. 
W ashington, with the 
l-ii’oie in his hand, is laying the foundation 
of this intaat republic, and Lincoln is 
kneeling at the feet of four m illions of 
slaves, cutting their bonds, breaking their 
chains and elevating them to the dignity of 
noble m anhood. 
Underneath this I would 
have written, “The secret of America’s suc­ 
cess," and above them al! would place the 
Goddess of Liberty floating our banner, in ­ 
viting all nations to behold the glory of 
Columbia’s land. 
Before starting hom e I w ent to Port 
Blakeley to see the largest lum ber m ill on 
the coast, which is now in process of erec­ 
tion to replace the one that was burned a 
few m onths since. 
It is 330 feet long by 
100 wide. 
Only one engine is being run 
now . 
W hen com pleted they w ill run six, 
and send out three shiploads a week tii 
ditierm t parts of the world. 
In the ship­ 
yards i here are being built three large ves­ 
sels. 
The work is ail contracted and m an­ 
aged by Ilem on H olm es & Co. 
A s we look 
at the vast extent of forest growing in its 
natural sirengíh m this part of the country 
we im agine the supply of timber inexhaust­ 
ible. 
But if they clear the land by burn­ 
ing the trees, as 'hey are doing now. and 
their m any saw m ills continue to run. the 
land w ill scon be changed t > fruitful fields 
and bloom ing gardens, to repay the hus­ 
bandman for hts weary toil. 
’ 
In going from Seattle to Portland the 
road runs for a considerable distance close 
by the Cowlitz river. 
Then w e crossed 
over the Columbia aud were soon by the 
side of another beautiful stream, the W il­ 
lamette, on w hich Portland is situated. 
There we had a good view of the Cascade 
m ountains. Their highest peaks are Mount 
Baker, Mount Rainier, Mount: St. H ellens 
and Mount Adam s. Their tops are covered 
with perpetual snow, and they are m on­ 
um ents o f beauty aud grandeur. 
As you 
look at thorn you think of toe force ihey 
have had in nature in ages pest to pour out 
burning lava and shafcr "the earth with 
violence, and ¡s it not possible those sm ol­ 
dering ashes, hid away in tb< r depths, 
m ay contain a spark that w ill rekindle to 
life again, and that they w ill put on new 
forms and new beauty? 
Portland contains 40,000 inhabitants, and 
including East Portland, 60,000 
The river 
that runs between is not rapid, but broad 
and deep, which makes it convenient for 
steam ers and boats of every kind. 
The 
houses are built close to the river aud thev 
are building on the hills that surround the 
city on three sides, not only ordinary 
houses, but splendid m ansions, where they 
can have a vie’w of the m ountains, the 
gardens of flowers and every variety of 
scenery that is inviting to the eye. 
It is a 
city of churches and school-honses. A lady 
informed m e tiiat there had been very large 
contributions given to each of these by pri­ 
vate individuals. 
A s we came down from Portland we had 
a good view of the fails at Oregon City. 
W e arrived at Ashland at 9 o’clock in the 
m orning. 
It is a very nice-looking, busy 
tilace; is an old settled country, not new 
like the northern part o f th» .State. 
W e 
traveled that day to Coles’. 
I need not at­ 
tempt to describe the beauties of nature 
along the way for it would be impossible. 
Two engines drew us higher am: higher, 
until we were above the clonus ; then low- 
down in the valley, then round and round 
those hills o f inñe-- r;bable beauty, until 
we w eie lost in thought as we conti Iiqdated 
the wisdom of God who made them . 
A t 4 o’clock we were where we could have 
a view of Mount Shasta in all its regal sjrfer,-
